When the variety of interefting objets which en- 
gage the attention in thofe parifhes which are fituated 
in the immediate vicinity of London is confidered, 
the Author trufts it will not be deemed extraordinary 
that the two Volumes which treat of Middlefex fhould 
have fwolu to a confiderable bulk, notwithftanding 
the Epitaphs and various other matter which in the 
Firft Volume occupied a place in the Text, have in 
the Second and Third been printed in the Notes. 
The extracts from parifh regifters are rendered more 
copious in thefe Volumes by inferting notes of the 
births, burials, and alliances of the principal families; 
all the blazoned coats of arms which are to be found 
in the feveral churches, chapels, &c. are defcribed, 
and an index of arms is given at the end of each 
Volume. 


PuTNEY, April 11, 1795. 
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HIS parith is fuppofed to have derived its name from the 

quantity of oak timber which it produced; 4c, in the Saxon 
language, fignifying an oak. The hedge-rows ftill abound with 
that tree. ; 

The village of AGon lies in the liberty of Finfbury and Wen- 
lakefbarne: it is fituated upon the Uxbridge road, at the diftance of 
five miles from Tyburn turnpike. The parith is bounded by that of 
Ealing on the weft, the Hammerfmith divifion of Fulham on the 
eaft, Chifwick on the fouth, and Wilfdon on the north. 

The parifh of Aéton contains about 1goo acres’ of land, the 
greater part of which is arable; the foib'towards the north is a 
tiff clay ; towards the fouth a rich loam ; ten acres only are occu- 
pied by market gardeners. Acton is affeffed the fum of 64021. to 
the land-tax, which, in the year 1792, was at the rate of 2s. 3d. in 
the pound. 

About half a mile from Eaft Adton are three wells. of mineral 
water, fpringing out of a deep clay, which were in great repute for 
their medicinal virtues about the middle of the prefent century. 
‘The affembly room was then a place of very fathionable refort, 
and the neighbouring hamlets of Eaft AGon and Friar’s Place were 
filled with perfons of all ranks, who came to refide there during

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the fummer feafon. The wells have long fince loft their celebrity, 
fufhion and novelty having given a preference to fprings of the 
fame nature at a greater diftance from the metropolis. The fite of 
Aéton Wells is the property of the Duke of Devonthire. The affem- 
bly room being nearly in ruins, is now about to be converted jnto 
two tenements. 

About half a mile to the north of the village, in a field called the 
Moated Meadow, is a dcep trench, inclofing a parallelogram of 
about 100 yards in length, and 40 in breadth, fuppofed by fome 
to have becn a Roman camp; but the name of the meadow feems 
to intimate that it is the fite of a moated houfe, of which there 
have been feveral in the neighbourhood, and fome ftill remain. 

In November 1642, a few days before the battle of Brentford, 
the Lord General (the Earl of Effex) and the Earl of Warwick, 
marching with their forces out of London, made Acton the place 
of their rendezvous’. 

When Cromwell returned to London after the battle of Worcefter, 
he was met at this place by the Lord Prefident, the Council of State, 
many of the Nobility, the Houfe of Commons, the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Common Council of the city of London, &c. &c. 
forming in the whole a train of more than 300 coaches. The Recorder’ 
of London accofted him with a congratulatory fpeech on the occafion’. 

The principal manor of Acton has belonged to the fee of London 
from time immemorial. As it is not mentioned amongft the lands 
of that fee in Doomfday-book, I fuppofe that both this parifh and 
Ealing were included in the manor of Fulham, which is there faid to 
contain 40 hides. ‘When the church lands were alienated in the laft 
century, the manor of Aéton feems to have fallen into the hands of 
Francis Allen, Efq. who prefented to the living in 1656*.

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Peter fon of William, fon of Alulph, granted to Euftace de Fau- 
conberg (who was confecrated Bifhop of London in 1222) 40 acres of 
arable land, paying yearly a pound of cummin feed‘, which rent was 
afterwards remitted. 

There is another manor in this parifh called alfo the manor of Ac- 
ton, the hiftory of which may be thus deduced:—Peter fon of Alulph, 
granted to Geoffry de Lucy, Deanof St. Paul’s®, his manfion at Acton 
under the Wood, with the garden and grove adjoining, and 20 acres 
of arable land, held of the King by knight’s fervice. The dean 
granted the faid premifes, together with five acres of land which he had 
purchaied of- Walter de Actune, to the chapter, referving 51. to be 
paid annually towards a chantry which he had founded in St. Paul’s 
cathedral ; viz. 5 marks to a prieft to pray for his foul and the fouls 
of the late Bifhop of London and his fucceffors ; 208. yearly to cele- 
brate his own obit; and a mark to celebrate that of Philip de Faucong 
berg, Archdeacon of Huntingdon’. The chapter afterwards leafed 
all this their manor of Acton, with the manfion-houfe, &c. to 
the faid Geoffry for his life, rendering annually a wax light of 
a pound weight’; and it was ordained that it fhould always be 
held of the chapter by his fucceffors in the deanery*. The 
dean and chapter had a charter of free warren in their manor of 
Aéton 9 Edw. IL."° In the year 1544 they granted this manor to 
the King", who immediately gave it to John Lord Ruffel, Lord Privy 
Seal, fubject to a fee-farm rent of 34s." From him, it defcended to 
John Lord Ruffel, fon of Francis Earl of Bedford, whofe only child

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Anne married Henry Lord Herbert, afterwards Earl of Worcefter. Ie 
afterwards defcended to a younger branch of his family. After the 
death of Henry Somerfet, Efg.”* (great grandfon of Henry firft 
Marquis of Worcefter, and grandfon of Sir John Somerfet, Knt.) 
it was purchafed A.D. 1731, in truft for Benjamin Lethieul- 
lier, Efq. M. P. the prefent proprietor, then an infant. This ma~- 
nor was held of the King in capite, being the 20th part of a 
knight’s fee’*. 

Gregory, fon of Walter, late re€tor of Acton, gave (temp. Hen. 
IlJ.) three meffuages with their appurtenances in that parifh to the 
church of St. Paul, towards the maintenance of a chaplain’. Adam 
de Herwynton gave a carucate and a half of land, 7 acres of mea- 
dow, 60 acres of pafture, and 40 of wood, held under the bifhop 
of London, as of his manor of Stortford, to the abbot and convent 
of St. Bartholomew in Smithfield, to pray for his good eftate whilft 
living, and to celebrate his obit after his death. In Bithop Bray- 
broke’s Regifter ‘7 is an agreement of the prior and convent of St. 
Bartholomew, to pay a relief to the bifhép and his fucceffors on 
the eleCtion of a new prior. John Chifhull, William Stoteville, and 
John Harpesfield, 47 Edw. Ill. gave one toft, 116 acres of arable 
land, valued at 2d. per acre; 5 acres of meadow, valued at 1s. 6d. 
an acre; and 6 acres of wood, to the {aid convent; which land they 
held under the convent at the annual rent of 2s. or a f{parrow- 
hawk”. I fuppofe the fite of this eftate to have been at or near the 
hamlet called Friar’s, or Prior’s Place, John de la Wodeton, 
51 Edw. III. granted to John Holmes and Ifabell his wife, apiece 
of land in Aéton, called Childefland’. Sir Francis Leake, Kant.

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and Chriftopher Rithe, Efq. were the principal freeholders in this 
parifh, 17 & 18 Eliz.” Lord Chief Juftice Vaughan appears to 
have been an inhabitant of this place in 1673". William Saville, 
Marquis of Halifax, had a feat at AGton, where he died, Auguft 31, 
1700", His daughters were admitted the next year to the copy- 
hold lands of their late father*™*; Lord Halifax’s feat was afterwards 
the property of Evelyn the firft Duke of Kingfton. ‘Sir Crifp 
Gafcoyne, Lord Mayor of London in 1753, had a feat at Turn- 
ham Green within this parifh™. 

The church of Acton, which is dedicated to St. Mary, ftands near 
the road. It confifts of a chancel, nave, and two aifles, feparated by 
circular pillars and pointed arches; the walls have been rebuilt with 
brick, and the windows are modern: at the weft end is a fquare 
tower which was newly cafed with brick in 1766. The church 
underwent confiderable repairs in 1780. The font is ancient, fup- 
ported by four fmall pillars, and ornamented with Gothic tracery 
much defaced. 

On the eaft wall of the chancel are the monuments of Elizabeth, 
daughter and heir of Robert Searles, merchant, who died in 1674, 
and Francis Stratford, Efq. who died in 1704". On the north wall 
is the monument of Catherine Vifcountefs Conway, who died at 
her houfe at Acton, June 30, 1639”. She was wife of Edward Vit 
count Conway, principal Secretary of State to King James and 
Charles I. and daughter of Giles Hueriblock of Ghent in Flanders, 
She bequeathed a confiderable part of her fortune to charitable ufes, as 
is expreffed upon her monument: her benefactions to this place will

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be noticed hereafter. On the fame wall is the monument of 
“* Philippa, late wife of Francis . ... Rous....... egy 
who died in 1657, aged 85%. Francis Rous was created a peer by 
Cromwell, and was one of his privy council; his titles have been 
erafed from the monument by fome zealous royalift. Rous died at 
his houfe at A€ton, in January 1658-9. The following account of 
his funeral and charaéter is taken from a newfpaper of that date”: 
“ Monday the 24th being the day appointed for the interment of 
the corpfe of the Right Hon. Francis Lord Roufe, it was per- 
formed in this manner. The lords of his Highnefs privy coun- 
cil met at his houfe at Aéton, as alfo divers of the commiffioners 
of the admiralty, and of the officers of the army, with many 
other perfons of honor and quality. His Highnefs was alfo pleafed 
to fend feveral of his gentlemen in coaches with fix horfes to be 
prefent at the folemnity ; three heralds likewife or officers at arms 
gave their attendance. The corpfe was placed in a carriage co- 
vered with a pall of black velvet, adorned with efcutcheons, and 
drawn with fix horfes in mourning furniture. The lords of the 
council followed it, and the reft in their order, towards Eaton col- 
lege by Windfor, where the deceafed lord, having been provoft, 
defired he might be interred. The corpfe being arrived there, it 
“ was received by the learned fociety of that college with much 
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“€ forrowefor the lofs of fo excellent a governor, and the young 
“ {cholars had prepared copies of verfes to cxprefs their duty and 
“© bear their part of forrow upon this fad occafion. The body being 
“ taken off the carriage, was born towards the college chapel, four 
* lords and gentlemen holdiag up each corner of the pall, and the 
* whole company following it to the grave. A fermon was preached 
“ afterwards by Mr. Oxenbridge, one of the fellows; and fo the

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ceremony ended. He needs no monument, befides his own printed 
works to convey his name to pofterity; the other works of his 
life may be termed works of charity, wherein he was moft ex- 
“ emplary, as the poor in many parts now with tears will tell you. 
He hath added three fellowfhips to Pembroke college, Oxford, 
“‘ the place of his education, and a good part of the reft of his 
eftate he by will difpofed of to pious ufes. He chofe to lay his 
bones in his college, becaufe-the fociety had his heart, being men 
“ of the fame chtiftian temper with himfelf; and in his teftament 
he prayed that God would pleafe to continue it (as it is) a famous 
nurfery of piety and learning. I fhall add no more but this, that 
“ his death was an extraordinary lofs to his Highnefs, and good 
“© men in particular, and to the whole nation in general.” Others 
of his contemporaries give him a very different character: Lord 
Clarendon fays”, that he was made provoft of Eaton, being thought 
to have fome knowledge of the Latin and Greek tongues, but that 
he was in reality a perfon of a very mean underftanding; and 
Wood fays®, that he was called the illiterate Jew of Eaton. Though 
allowance muft be made for the prejudices of party writers, it is 
certain that Rous’s works” are now quite forgotten, and that his 
 benefaétion to Pembroke college is his beft monument. Wood 
tells us, that the provoft of Eaton, in 1661, removed the ftandard 
and efcutcheons from his grave. Rous was fpeaker of the little 
parliament. His portrait, with the mace lying before him, is in the 
dining-room at Eaton; there is another portrait of him in the hall 
at Pembroke college, Oxford; of the latter; there is a {earce print by 
Faithorn. On the fite of Rous’s honfe at AGon, now ftands a

To return to the monuments in A@on church:—On the north 
wall of the chancel is that of John Peryn, Efq. alderman, of 
London”, who died in 1656, and left all his eftates in A€ton to 
charitable ufes: his bequeft to this parifh will be noticed in the 
account of benefattions. On the fame wall are the monuntents of 
Jonathan Rogers of Chippenham”, who died in 1694; Richard 
Dewell, A. M. (1717"); Edward Dickinfon, Efq: (1782); Edward 
Cobden, D. D. reftor of Aton, (1764); and his wife Elizabeth 
(1762). On the fame monument are mentioned Elizabeth, widow 
of Thomas Jeffop, rector of Wells in’ Norfolk, and Ann, widow 
of John Kay, curate of Acton; the dates are not inferted. On a 
white marble tablet adjoining, is a long epitaph in verfe, to the . 
memory of Mrs. Cobden, written, I fuppofe, by her hufband, fome 
of whofe poems are in print. On the fouth wall is the monument 
of Anne Lady Southwell”, who died in 1636. She was daughter 
of Sir Thomas Harris, of the county of Devon; and wife, firft, 
of Sir Thomas Southwell, Knt. of Pixworth in the county of 
Norfolk, and afterwards of Henry Sibthorpe of the province of 
Munfter. On each fide of the monument hangs a wooden tablet, 
infcribed with panegyrical verfes, of which the following may ferve 
as a fpecimen— 

“ The South wind blew upon a fpringing Well, 
“ Whofe waters flow’d, and the fweet ftream did fwell 
“ "To fuch a height of goodnefs,” &c. Sc. 8c. 
On the fame wall are the monuments of Mary, wife of Philip

Henflow” (1680); John Crayle, Efq.* (1728); and Crayle Crayle, 
E{q. (1780). Within the rails of the communion-table is a brafs 
plate with Englith verfes ta the memory of “ John Byrde, prefte 
“ and perfon of Acton, fyfty yere and thre;” he died in 1542: there 
are alfo the tombs of three daughters of Sir Charles Scarborough, 
{an eminent phyfician,) who died in 1706 and 1707. In the chan- 
cel are alfo the tombs of Elizabeth Godolphin, daughter of Sir John 
Godolphin, {maid of honour to the Queen,) who died in 1683; 
Elizabeth wife of Henry Ramfey, Efq. (1689); William James, 
Efq. and Col. Roger James (1712); Charles Moren (1733); and 
Henry Lloyd, Efg. (1760). In the north-eaft corner of the nave 
is the monument of Daniel Wait, Efq. of the Inner Temple, 
fecondary of the Chirographer’s office, who died in 1677, and his 
wife Anne, (afterwards married to SirJohn Coryton, Bart.) who died 
in 1707". On one of the north pillars of the'nave is the monument of 
Frances, daughter of Samuel Trotman”, (by his wife Elizabeth, only 
daughter of William Montagu Baron of the Exchequer,) of Sifton: 
in the county of Gloucefter, who died in 1698. On the wall of 
the north aifle is a brafs plate to the memory of Humphrey Cavell, 
.Efq. who died in1558*. In the fame aiile is the tomb of Edward 
Smyth, Efq. who died in 1724. In the fouth aifle are the monu- 
ments of Barbara, wife of Henry Pigot, Gent. who died in 1649 ; 
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Martha, wife of James Cocks, Efq. and daughter of Admiral Wat- 
fon, who died in 1790; Robert Adair, Efq. who died the fame ycar; 
and the Right Hon. Lady Caroline Adair his wife, daughter of 
William Anne Earl of Albemarle, who died in 1769. There is a 
buft of the latter in white marble. In the fame aifle is the tomb of 
Col. James Cunningham, who ferved in all Queen Anne’s wars, and 
died in 1774, atthe age of 83. 

Weever mentions the tomb of Henry Goffe, who died in 1485, 
and that of Sir Thomas Cornwall, Baron of Burford in the county 
of Salop, Knight and Banneret, who died in 1537. He adds, 
that he was not a parliamentary baron, but his family were fo deno- 
minated, as holding their manor of Burford by fervice of a barony. 
He died at Acton on his journey into Shropfhire®. 

In the church-yard are the tombs of William Aldridge, who died 
in 1698, aged 115; Thomas Chettle, Gent. (1746); Mrs. Elizabeth 
Turft, the wife of Philip Elias Turft, Efq. (1768); Martin Bulmer 
(1774); Mrs. Ann Way, widow (1777); William Church, mer- 
chant (1783); William Villebois of Knightfbridge, Efq. (1784), 
and others of his family; Charles Shephard (1787); and John 
Hemming, adjutant of the thirteenth regiment of foot, 1788. The 
churth-yard was enlatged in 1792. 

This parifh is fubjec&t to the jurifdi@tion of the bifhop only, and 
his commiflary, being exempt from that of the archdeacon. The 
church is a retory, being in the collation of the Bifhop of London, 
who appears fometimes to have granted fingle turns of the advowfon; 
J. Fregunnel, LL.D. having prefented to it in 1542, and John 
Mayle, Efq. in 1562*. At the taxation of the diocefe of London 
A. D. 1327 the church of A@on was valued at 20 marks“, 
In the king’s books the reCtory is valued at 141. per ann.

of Brentford in 1642, fome foldiers belonging to the EarPof Effex’s 
army being quartered at A@ton, and hearing that Dr. Featly was 
very exact in obferving the ceremonies of the church of England, 
went in fearch of him with bitter threats. He had timely notice of 
their intention, and made his efcape; but they gfatified their refent- 
ament by fetting..his barn on fire, and doing other: damage to the 
amount.of 2111": they then went to the church, broke open’ the 
door, pulled iowa the font, broke: the. windows, and tore up the 
communion rails, which they. burnt in the ftreet“, Col. Urry took 
up his quarters at the parfonage, houfe’”, - In 1643, Featly was 
deprived both of thig.living and. Lambeth; His facceffor at this place 
was Philip Nye, appointed by the parliament ; he was one of the 
affembly of divineg, and a great. shanipign’ of the Pre{byterian party, 
in defence of which he wrote feveral treatifes. He afterwards joined 
the Independents, and was one of the commiffioners fent to Charles 
the Firft inthe Ifle of Wight, for which. fervice, he received sool. 
In 1653, he was‘ one of the triers of public ‘preachers. He made 
himfelf particularly obnoxious to the royal party;. andi it was debated 
whether he fhould not be excepted out. of the general pardon. It 
was at length determined, that if in future he accepted any, office; 
either civil or ecclefiaftical, he thould-then be precluded from the 
benefits of the pardon“. Butler in. his Hudibras has celebrated 
Philip Nye in the following lines—~ 


“ With greater art and cunning tear'd

ving upon the reflorntion, * 4 Ant. Wood's Athen. Oxon. vol. ii. 
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A note in Dr. Grey’s edition” of that poem, informs us, that 
Nye was very remarkable for the fingularity of his beard; and adds, 
that he rode to A€ton every Lord’s-day in triumph, in a coach drawn 
by four horfes, to exercife there’. In 1650, John Nye was an 
affiftant at this church, and received half the profits of the living, 
which was then valued at ool. per annum”. 

After the reftoration, King Charles II. appointed to this living 
Bruin or Brano Ryves, one of his chaplains, and Dean of Chicefter. 
He was author of the Mercurius Rufticus (being an account of the 
fufferings of the royalifts in various parts of the country) and feveral 
fermons™. ; 

Edward Cobden, collated to the re€tory of Adton in the year 1726, 
was chaplain to Bifhop Gibfon, who gave him the archdeaconry of 
London, and a prebend in St. Paul’s cathedral. Dr. Cobden was 
one of the late king’s chaplains; and in the year 1748, preached a 
fermon at court, the fubje&t of which furnifhed ample matter for 
ridicule to the wits of that day: it’ was a perfuafive to chaitity, 
under which title the Bo@tor foon afterwards publithed it; obferving in 
the preface, that it had given occafion to unjuft cenfures. Dr. Cob- 
den the fane year publithed a volume of poems for the benefit of 
his curate’s widow; and in 175%, he collected together all his works, 
confifting of various poems and difcourfes, and publithed them in 
ene large volume in quarto, divided into two parts; he printed only 
250 copies, 50 of which were appropriated to charitable ufes®. Dr 
Cobden died in 1764. 

The prefent reor is the Reverend Philip Cocks, A.M. who, in the 
year 1768, fucceeded George Berkeley, LL.B. fon of the celebrated 
Bifhop of Cloyne.

Lady Conway, in the year 1636, left 201. per annum ¢o this Other bene. 
parifh, rol. of which was to be diftributed to the poor at Chriftmas sean 
and Midfummer, and the other rol. was appropriated to teaching 6 
poor children to tead, and diftributing bread to 21 poor perfons every 
Sunday. She left the fum of 2ol. per annum alfo towards appren- 
ticing children. Her executtix, Mary Harrifon, left 8s. per annum 
to the like purpofes. John Peryn, Efy. and alderman of London, 
by his will, dated 1656, bequeathed a capital meffuage called Fofters,

Public con- | At the entrance of Aton, on the London fide, is a convenient 

oui conduit, made for the benefit of the public, and endowed by Tho- 
mas Thorney in the year 1612, with a rent-charge of 20s. per an- 
num to keep it in repair ; the overplus to be diftributed to the poor. 
The parith were in danger of lofing this valuable benefation, when 
it was recovered by the timely exertions of Samuel Wegg, Efq. 
who, at a confiderable expence, inftituted a fuit in Chancery ; and, 
in the year 1755, obtained a decree in favour of the parifh. Mr. 
Wegg, a few years before, had purchafed a houfe whith belonged 
to Sir Jofeph Ayloffe, Bart. 

It appears by the inventory of Boots plate, &c.* belonging to 
the different parifhes in Middlefex, (1 Edw. VI.) that this parith 
had half an acre of arable. ground, then valued at 8d. per annum. 

The parith has lately purchafed fome fmall houfes upon a fpot of 
ground called the Steine, to be ufed as alms-houfes, in the room of 
fome others which were built at the parifh expence in 1725, and 
are now decayed.

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HE name of Barnet is common to feveral parifhes in England, Name. 

It was anciently written Bernette or Bergnet, which, Chauncy 
fays,* fignifies a little hill’; the addition of Friarn, denotes that it was 
monaftic property. 

This parith lies within the liberties of Finfbury and Wenlackfbarn, Beene. 
and is bounded by Hornfey, Finchley, Edmonton, and Totten- &c. , 
ham, in Middlefex, and Eaft Barnet in Hertfordthire, The vil- 
lage lies near the road, at the diftance of about g miles from London; 
the lands are moftly meadow ; the proportion of arable is very {mall; 
the foila ftiffclay. The parith is rated at 3161. 18. 1d, to the land- 
tax: the proportion in the pound varies from 3s. to 3s. 6d. 

The hamlet of Colney Hatch, mentioned.in a court-roll 22 Hen. VI. Caley 
by the name of Colne Hatch, is in this parifh. It contains 12 houfes. * ie 
. Half of Whetftone, a hamlet firuated on the North road, belongs 
alfo to Barnet.

pendage to an old houfe, has occafioned a tradition that this was a 
cell to the priory, or at leaft the fummer refidence of the monks ; 
an arched way (now ftopped up) from the houfe to the end of a 
terrace in the garden, has given rife to the ufual ftories of monkifh 
intrigues. It appears by Norden’s Survey of Middlefex, that Lord 
Chief Juftice Popham, in his time, refided at Fryarn manor. The 
prefent ‘owner has fome portraits there of the Bacon family, among 
which are the Chancellor, the Lord Keeper, and one faid to be Roger 
Bacon. Mr. Bacon has alfo the original caft of Roubiliac’s buft of 
Handel, over which is placed a portrait of Charles Jennings, Efq. 
who compiled the words of many of his oratorios. 

The Bithop of London is faid to have been lord of the manor of

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Lawrence Campe, citizen aad draper of London, in the year 
1612, founded an alms-houfé in this parith for 12 poor perfons; to 
whom, by an indentare bearing date March 12, he gave 12d. a-piece 
monthly for evers 48: pet ammum to the churchwardens for their 
trouble; and rl. 6s. 8d. to keep the houfe in repair; the whole of 
which, being 91. 6s. 8d., is a rent-charge upon an eftate in the parith 


of Allhallows in the county of Herts. 
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Dieses very populous and é&tehfive parith of Stepney having Bethnal a 
before fuffered fome diminutions, was again abridged in the Gree mt 
year 1743, by the feparation, ofthe hamlet of Bethnal-Green, 
which was thei by att of parliament made a difting parith. 

The Green, from twhich’ the hamlet derived tts name, lies about Situatios. 
half a mile heyond the fuburbs. I think it not improbable that 
Bethnal may have been a corruption of Bathon-Hall; and that it Etymology. 
was the refidence of the family of Bathon, or Bathronia, who had 
confiderable property at Stepney in the reign of “Edward the 
Firft’. 

The partth of St. Matthew, Bethnal-Green’, extends over a cOn- Boundaries. 
fiderable part of the fuburbs of the metropolie, aud reaches almoft 
to Spitalfields. It is bounded on the north by Hackney ; on the 
eaft by Stratford-Bow ; on the weft by St. Leonard’s, Shoreditch ; 
and on the fouth by Chrift-church, Spitalfields, and Mile End New 
Town, a hamlet of Stepney It appears. by an actual furvey of the Extet. 
hamlet of Bethnal-Green, (which was co-expentive with the prefent 
parith,) made in 1703, that it then contitted about 5 550 acres of 
land, befides that which was occupied by bitildings ; ; thie quantity is 
now fomewhat abridged by the gréat increafe of houfes within the

of grafs land, and about 140 occupied by market gardeners. the 
arable land frequently produces tw6 crops in the year, one of corn 
and the other of garden vegetables. _ The foil is for the moft pari 2 
rich loam. The brick-fields in this parifh not only furnith bricks {uf- 
ficient for the new buildings there, but a confiderahle quantity alfo for 
general fale. Bethnal-Green pays the fum of 1107]. 16s. gd. to 
the land-tax, which, in the: year 1792, was at the rate of 1s. 4d. in 
the pound. A 

The town-part of this parith is extremely populoys, being inha- 
bited principally by journeymen weavers, who live three or four 
families in a houfe, and work at home at their looms ‘and recls for 
the mafter weavers in Spitalfields. In St. John-ftreet is an exten- 


‘five cotton m&nufadture belonging to Meflrs Paty and Byrchall, 


which was eftablifhed about the year 1783, and employs from 200 
to 300 hands. At the end of Pollard’s-row, near the Hackney- 
road, is a new manufacture lately eftablifhed by Meffrs. Hegner, 


‘Ehrliholtzer,.and Co. for making “ water-proof flaxen-pipe hofe 


“ for. fire-engines, brewers, thips, &c. they are wove tubular, 


-“ without feams, and made to any length and of any diameter.” 


The manufa@ure is yet in its infancy, and at prefent employs but a 
few hands. 

The well-known ballad of tht Beggar of Bethnal-Green was 
written in the reign of, Queen Flizabeth: the legend is told of the 
reign of Henry the "Third and ,Henry de Montfort, (fon of the

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The old manfion above-mentioned, called i inthe furvey of 1703 Kirby Caftle, 


Bethnal-Green-houfe, was built in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, by 
John, Kirby, citizen of London. Fleetwood, the recorder of Lon- 
don, in a letter to the lord treafurer (about the year 1578), mentions 
the death of “ John Kirby, who built the fair houfe upon Bethnal- 
“ Green, which houfe,:Jofty like a caftle, occafioned certain rhimes 
“ abufive of him and fome other city builders.of great houfes, who 
« had prejudiced themfelves thereby; viz. Kirby "s Cattle, and Fither’s 
“ Folly; Spinola’s Pleafure, and Meges’s Glory*.” This houfe was af- 
terwards the refidence of Sir Hugh Platt, Knt. author of “ the Gar- 
“ den of Eden,” “ the Jewell-houfe of Art and’ Nature,” and other 
works’. Sir William Ryder, Knt. died there in 1669°, it being then 
his property’. It now belongs to James Stratton, Efq. of Hackney, 
and has for many yeare-been ufed for the reception of infane per- 
fons, It is ftill called in the writings Kirby Caftle. 

Sir Richard Grefham, a citizen of great note in the reign of Hen- 


ry VII. and father of the celebrated Sir Thomas Gretham, generally .

Sir Balthazer Gerbier, an enterprifing projector of the laft cen- 
tury, by profeffion a painter and an architedt, but not very eminent 
as either, opened an academy at Bethnal-Green, anno 1649, in 
imitation as it fhould feem of the Mufeum Minerve™. Here, in 
addition to the more common branches of education, he profeffed to 
teach aftronomy, navigation, architecture, perfpedctive, drawing, 
limning, engraving, fortification, fireworks, military difcipline, the 
art of well {peaking and ‘civil converfation, hiftory, conttitutions, 
and maxims of ftate, and particular difpofitions of nations, riding 
the great horfe, fcenes, exercifes, and magnificent fhows"™. Once 
a week, at three o’clook in the afternoon, Sir Balthazer gave a public 
lecture, gratis, on the various {ciences which he previoufly advertifed 
in the newfpapers: a few {pecimens of thefe advertifements are given 
in the notes“. Any perfon might fpeak or read at thefe public lec-

broke’. Sir Balthazer feems to have been a very vifionary {che- 
mer". After the failure of his academy, which foon happened”, 
he went to America, where he was ill-treated by the Dutch, and nar- 
rowly efcaped with his life". He afterwards returned to England, and

At the fame corner of the Green i is a houle, which lately iaongel 
to Ebenezer Muffell, Efq. who having a tafte for antiquities, and 
being an inhabitant of the. parifh in which Aldgate ftood, (at the 
time of its removal,) purchafed the materials, and carried them 
to his houle at Bethnal-Green, where they are ftill preferved in an 
adjoining building. 

About:a quarter of a mile to the eaft. of BethiialGrsen; i is the fite 
of an-ancient houfe, called Bifhop’s-hall, (now converted into two 


‘or three tenements,) faid by tradition to have been the refidence of 


Bifhop Bonner. That it was his property I have no doubt; and 
there is. good reafon for fuppofing that it has been the manor-houfe — 
of Stepney ; for Norden calls “ Bufhappe’s-hali” the feat of the Lord 
Wentworth”.

brick with ftone coins, and confifts of an oblong fquare, with gal- 
leries on the north, fouth, and weft fides. The communion-table 
ftands within a recefs at the eaft end. At the weft end is a {mall 
{quare tower. 

In the church are the tombs of John Brookbank, M. A. the firft 
rector, who died in 1747; Mr. Thomas Windle, 1779; Mr. John 
Cheefeman, 1783; Mr. George Evans, 1791; and William Clarke, 
Efq. 1791. In the church-yard are thofe of William Luck, Efq. 
1748; the Rev. William Gordon, M. A. the firft lecturer, 1749 ; 
William Bridgman, Gent. 1760; Lewis Ourry, an emigrant from 
France, (anno 1701,) and many years an officer in the Englith army, 
1771; Mr. Vincent Beverley, 1772; Captain Ifaac Perry, 1773; 
Francis Campart, Gent. 1773; Elizabeth his reli€t, afterwards wife 
of the Rev. Thomas Greaves, vicar of Weftoning, (Bedfordthire,) 
1778; Mr. Abraham Mafon, and Mary his wife, who died the fame 
day, January 22, 1787; Captain William Curling, 1788; and Cap- 
tain Matthew Curling, 1789. 

The parifh chureh of St. Matthew Bethnal-Green was, by the act 
of parliament above-mentioned, (viz. 16 Geo. II.) made a rectory, 
though it has no fhare in the great tithes, which were referved to 
Brazen-Nofe College, as patrons of the advowfon of Stepney, 
and are received by the rector of that parifh. By the fame act it 
was directed, that the church-wardens fhould receive all the {mall 
tithes, Eafter offerings, and all other dues within the parith, (except 
the furplice fées,) out of which they fhould pay the rector the fum 
of 1301. per annum, appropriating the remainder to the repairs of 
the church, and other parochial ufes, The fum of 121. per annum 
was referved'o the clerk of the parith of Stepney, as as equivalent 
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for the lofshe might fuftain by the feparation of the hamlet. Before 
the paffing of this a, the re€tory of Stepney had been divided by 
a former aét (9 Queen Anne) into two equal portions. This divifion 
was by the a& of 16 Geo. II. annulled; and it was enacted, that 
one of the portionifts fhould be prefented to the new benefice; and 
that the rectory of Stepney fhould for the future remain whole and 
undivided. 

The firft re€tor of St. Matthew Bethnal-Green was the Rev. John 
Brookbank, M. A.; the prefent rector is the Rev. William Loxham, 
M. A. who was inftituted in 1766. The patronage is vefted in the 
Principal and Fellows of Brazen-Nofe College, Oxford. 

The regifter o® this parifh is of the fame date as the confecration 
of the church : before that period all entries relating to Bethnal-Green 
muft be looked for in the parifh regifters at Stepney. The average of 
baptifms and burials fince the year 1780, has been as follows:

It is to be obferved, that the baptifms very much exceed the buri- 
als, which is a very unufual circumftance in the villages near London. 
Upon inquiry I find this is to be attributed to fome private burial 
grounds in the neighbourhood, where the fees are fomewhat lower 
than in that belonging to the church. One of this defcription has 
been lately made in the parifh near the free-fchool. When the 
hamlet of Bethnal-Green was feparated from Stepney, it was fup- 
pofed to contain about 1800 houfes; their number is now computed 
at 3500: the principal increafe has been within the laft three years ; 

the 
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the increafe of baptifms during thofe years bears neatly the fame 
proportion. 

The following inftances of longevity occur in the patith clerk’s 
books, in which the ages of the deceafed are inferted ; Bethnal-Green 
being within the bills of mortality.

Mr. Thomas Parmiter, in the year 1722, left certain eftates in 
Suffolk, now let at 521. per ann. for-the purpofe of building and 
endowing a free-{chool and alms-houfe for the benefit of the hamlet 
of Bethnal-Green. Mrs. Elizabeth Carter gave the ground rent free 
for the term of 600 years, and 10]. per ann. to educate ten boys.

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Mr. William Lee gave 10]. per ann. to the fchool; and Mr. Edward 
Mayhew 51. pet annum towards clothing the children. The 
truftees with fome favings made an advantageous purchafe of a piece 
of ground called Cambridge Heath in the parith, near the Hackney 
road, now let on building leafes for 95 years, at the rent of 431. 
per ann. They have alfoa ftock of 550]. South Sea annuities. With 
thefe funds they are enabled to educate 50 boys, and to fupply them 
with fhoes, ftockings, and books. The fchool-mafter has 501. per 
ann. and coals; the fix alms-men, 51. per ann, each, with a certitin 
allowance of coals. A fubfcription-fchool has been inftituted alfo in 
this parith, to which various benefactions have been given to the 
amount of above 12001, as appears from the tables in the church”. 
The funds being farther augmented by an annual fubfcription and 
Occafional charity fermons, 30 boys, and the like number of girls, 
are thereby clothed, educated, and put out apprentices. 

Bethnal-Green, containing about feven acres, was purchafed by the 
principal inhabitants in the year 1667, of Lady Wentworth, lady 
of the manor of Stepney, for the fum of 2001. The property was 
then vefted in truftees, who were ta let it to the beft advantage, and 
divide the rents between the poor inhabitants of the Green only, in 
coals and money. It now produces 341. 168s. per ann. About 
three acres of it are inclofed within a nurfery-ground. 

The drapers’ and dyers’ alms-houfes, and thofe founded by Captain 
Fifher in 1711, are fituated within this parifh. The two laft have 
no farther conne@ion, with it, . The former was founded in 1698, 
by John Pennell, citizea-and-draper, for four poor widows of fea-

are of the parifh of Stepney: one of thefe is always chofen from 
Bethnal-Green, the endowment having taken place previous to its 
feparation from that parifh. The poor of Bethnal-Green are entitled, 
on the fame’account, to an intereft in Prifcilla Coborne’s legacy to 
the widows of feamen, and other benefaétions left to Stepney before 


the year 1743. The average number of poor in the work-houfe is 


about 450. 
On the Green there is a meeting-houfe for the Prefbyterian Dif- 


fenters. 

Near Ducking-pond-row, within the parith of Bethnal-Green, is a Busist. 
burial-ground of the Dutch Jews belonging to the fynagogue at Brick- Frou" ny 
layers Hall, in Leadenhall-ftreet. The tombs of the Levites, whofe office 
it is to pour water (in the fynagogue) upon the hands of the Cohens, 

(or thofe of the tribe of Aaron,) are diftinguifhed by the device of 
a hand pouring water out of a flagon ; thofe of the tribe of Judah, 
by the device of two hands with the thumbs joined. The in{crip- 
tions are for the moft part in Hebrew only. The following is

The keeper of the burial-ground affured me that fhe was a year 
older. 
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HIS place takes its name from the fmall river Brent, which Name.- 

rifes in the parifh of Hendon, and here falls into the Thames. 
It is a market town, lying in the hundred of Elthorne, and fituated Situation, 
upon the great Weftern road, at the diftance of feven miles from Hide- orcs 
park-corner. The parifh is bounded by Ealing, Ifeworth, and ** 
Hanwell, and by the River Thames. It is of very {mall extent, 
containing about 200 acres of land,«f which an eighth only is 
arable; the foil is various, clay, gravel, andloam. The quota paid 
to the land-tax by this parith is 4331. 18s. r13d. being at the rate 
of about 2s. gid. in the pound. 

Edward I. granted a weekly market at Brentford, (on Tuef Market and 
day,) to the priorefs of St. Helen’s, and an annual*fair on St. Lau- ae 
rence’s day, the vigil, and the four days following’, For fome time 
after the diffolution of monafteries, the profits of the market and 
fair were held under the crown. James J. in 1610, granted 
them in fee to James Hawley, Efq. whofe family had been leffees 
under the priory, referving a rent to the crown of 20s. per annum’. 

Mr. Hawley, in 1619, fold them for 33501. to Valentine Saunders 
of Chifwick, who obtained a frefh patent from the crown which en- 
abled him to hold a weekly market and two fairs annually, viz. on- 
the 6th of May, and on the 1ft of September. In-1638 William 
Saunders, Efg. died feized of the market and fairs; Valentine his bro-

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ther, 1 syears of age, being his heir’. Anne Parith, anno 1679, 
had a grant of a weekly market on Thurfday, in the Butts at New- 
Brentford’. The property of the market came afterwards (a fecond 
time) into the Hawley family, and was fold (anno 1768) by James 
Hawley, M.D. to Charles Woodcock, Efq. Robert Wallace Johnfon, 
M. D. and others. Mr. Woodcock purchafed the other fhares, and 
fold the whole to Mr. Laurence Le Foreft, who is the prefent pro- 
prietor. 

The elections for the county of Middlefex are held at Brentford, 
for which reafon it is confidered as the county-town; but there is no 
town-hall or other public building. The remembrance of the 
famous contefts in 1768 and 1769, when party ran fo high in favour 
of the popular candidate, is Rill kept up by the fign of Wilkes’s Head, 
and No. 45. 

Patrick Ruthen, Earl of Forth, a diftinguifhed officer in the royal 

army, was created Earl of Brentford by King Charles in the year 
1644. The title became extina at his death in 1651, and was reviy- 
ed by King William in 1689, being given to Frederic de Schomberg, 
who was at the fame time made an Englifh Duke. His fon; who 
died in 1719, was the laft Earl of Brentford. 
Edmund Ironfide having obliged the Danes to raife the fiege of 
London in the year 1016, purfued them to Brentford, where he de- 
feated them with great flaughter. In the ardour of the purfuit, a 
great number of the Englifh foldiers loft their lives in the River* 
Here the fame king afterwards paffed the Thames at low water in 
purfuit of the Danes, who were ravaging the county. of Kent’.

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On the 14th of July 1558, fix proteftants {uffered at the flake 
within the town of Brentford’. 

This place became a fecond time famous in hiftory for the battle 
fought here on the 12th of. November 1642, between King Charles’s 
troops. and fome regiments belonging to the parliament. The cir- 
cumftances of this action have been varioufly reprefented by the 
Journalifts and hiftorians of the two parties. The following account, 
which differs in many particulars from any other I have feen, feems 
entitled to a confiderable degree of credit. It is taken from a MS. 
letter® dated. November 1 5, written, as it appears, by an officer wha 
was inthe engagement, merely for the information of a relation, and 
therefore not likely to contain any wilful mifreprefentations. ‘“ On 
‘* Saturday very early, (fays the writer,) we marched from Athford, 
“ and at Hounflow Heath all the king’s foote met, expecting a bat- 
*€ taile, but none offered: on ftill we went to Hownflow towne, thence 
to Brainforde, where unexpectedly we were encountered by two or 
three regiments of their’s, who had made fome {mall barricadoes 
at the end of the firft towne called New Brainford. The van of 
our army being about 1000 mufketiers, anfwered their thot foe 
bitterly, that within an hour or leffe they forfooke their worke in 
that place, and fled up to another which they had raifed betwixt 
the two townes, from whence, anda brick houfe by with two {mall 
ordinance, they gave us a hot and long fhower of bullets. My 
Colonel’s (Sir Edward Fitton’s) regiment was the fixth that was 
brought to affault, after 5 others had all difcharged, whofe happy 
honour it. was (affifted by God,. and a new piece,of canon newly 
come up) to drive them from that worke too, where it was an 
heart-breaking object. to hear and fee the miferable deaths, of many

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goodly men: we flew a lieutenant colonel, 2 ferjeant majors, 
fome captains, and other officers and foldiers there, about 30 or 
40 of them, and took 400 prifoners. But what was mott pitiful 
was, to fee how many poore men ended and loft their lives, ftriving 
to fave them; for they run into the Thames, and about 200 of 
them, as we might judge, were there drowned by themfelves, 
and fo were guilty of their own deaths; for had they flayed, and 
yielded up themfelves, the king’s mercy is fo gracious, that he had 
fpared them all. We took there 6 or 8 cofours, alfoe their twoe 
pieces of ordonance, and all this with a very {mall loffe, God be 
praifed; for believe me, I cannot underftand that we Ioft 16 men; 
whereof, one was a fon of Mr. Daniel of Tabley, Mr. Thomas 
Daniel, a fine young gentleman who was a lieutenant under my 
Lord Rivers; he and his captain were both flain, and a lieutenant 
of our regiment, but none of our countrymen. Then we, thinking 
all had been done for that night, two of our regiments pafled up 
through the old towne to make good the entrance, but they were 
again encountered by a frefh onfet, which fcattered like the reft 
after a fhort confli@ fled away towards Hammerfmith, and we 
were left mafters of the townes. That night moft lay in the cold 
fields. Next morning early we were ftartled a frefh by the loud 
mufic of fome canon, which proved to be but fome 14 barges of 
theirs, who, with 13 ordinance, and 600 men, attempted very 
indifcreetly to pafs up the river from Kingfton on Thames, by 
the town, where we lay, for London; but being difcovered, what

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land’s,) where we had placed fome four mufketeers within two or 
three howers fpace, we funk four or five of their veffels with the 
canons in them, took the reft, and 8 pieces in them, for our break- 
faft; after which, within two houra, we could defcry a great army 
marching downe upon us from London, whoe came up within 
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s© mufket thot of us: but the king finding his men wearie, and being 
“ {atisfied with what he had done before for that tyme, and havinge 
“ no convenient place for his horfe (which is the greateft pillar of 
« his army) to fight, very wifely drew off his men by degrees, and, 
“ unperceived by them, left the towne naked ; fome of his horfe 
dragoons keeping them deceived till the foot were all gone, and en 
they galloped in the rear after; which the enemy perceiving, 
played on their back with their canon, but with no harm or fuc- 
ceffe at all, God be praifed ; foe that night we marched back to- 
“ ward Hampton Court, next day into Kingfton, a great towne 
which they had manned the day before with 6000 men in it, but 
left it upon our fight at Brainford; foe here we are now very 
“ fafe, our foot and our horfe round about us.” . 

Patrick Ruthen, Earl of Forth in Scotland, was, for his fervices in 
this action, created an Englifh peer by the title of Earl of Brent- 
ford“. 

Among the prifoners taken at Brentford was the famous John 
Lilbourn, who was fent to Oxford, and tried and condemned 
as a traitor'', but was afterwards releafed. Fuller ‘tells us, that the 
king difmiffed the other prifoners without ranfom". Some of the 
parliamentary writers fay, that they were treated with the greateft 
cruelty; that the moft barbarous outrages were committed in ‘the 
town, and the inhabitants cruelly plundered. It is certain, that they 
prefented a petition to the Commons, fetting forth the great damages 
they had fuftained, and praying for relief. The Houfe taking the 
matter into confideration, fent an order to the minifters of Middle. 
fex, that they fhould, upon the faft-day then appointed, read in 
their churches a relation of their fufferings, and excite the people to 
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“* Bagland's. Mea. Accidents, Dec. 1642. 
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compaffion ; the contributions in fome parifhes were very liberal ; 
at Stepney the fum of 301. was collected”. 

In 1647, when the army was muftered on Hounflow Heath, the 
guards were quartered at Brentford; about that time feveral {kir- 
mifhes happened near the town”, 

In the year 1682, a very violent ftorm of rain, accompanied with 
thunder and lightning, caufed a fudden flood, which did great damage 
to the town of Brentford. The whole place was overflown ; boats 
rowed up and down the ftreets, and feveral houfes and other build- 
ings were carried away by the force of the waters'*, In the church- 
wardens books are the following entries relating to this calamity : 

“ April 26, 1682, paid the watetmen in bread, beer, 

“ and brandy, that brought their boats to fave the peo- 2s. a. 

“ ple from the flood this day - - “ - 0 6 o 
“ Paid for cleaning water out of the church, mops, &c. © 9g o 

It appears alfo, that the wall of the church-yard and the pews in 
the church received confiderable damage. Mr. Clitherow of Bofton- 
houfe has a printed copy of the brief granted to the fufferers upon 
this occafion, by which it appears that their lofs was eftimated 
at 7181. . 

The only manor in this parifh is that of Bordefton* or Burfton, 
commonly called Bofton, which was part of the poffeffiops of the 
priorefs of St. Helen’s near Bidhopfgate, under whom Jerome Haw- 
ley was leffee when that monaftery was diffolved. Edward VI. 
in 1547, granted it to Edward Duke of Somerfet’’, on whofe attain- 
der it reverted to the crown. Queen Elizabeth, in 1572, gave it to

fignifies a boundary. 
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Robert Earl of Leicefter, who fold it the fame year to Sir Thomas 
Grefham. After Lady Grefham’s death, which happened in 1598, it 
was inherited by Sir William Reade, (her fon by a former hufband,) 
who obtained a new patent from the crown in 1610. Sir William 
dying in 1621, bequeathed this manor for life to his widow, with re- 
mainder to his grand-children the three daughters of Sir Michael 
Stanhope ; viz. Jane, married to Lord Fitzwalter, and afterwards to 
Sir William Withepole; Elizabeth, to George Lord Berkley ; and 
Bridget, to George Fielding Earl of Defmond. Lady Reade married 
to her fecond hufband Sir Edward Spencer, Knt. of the Sunderland 
family, who poffeffed this manor many years in right of his wife, 
making it the place of his refidence. One of James Howell’s letters, 
dated February 20, 1647, is addreffed to him “ at his houfe near 


“ Braineford, Middlefex.” Lady Spencer having outlived her fecond ° 


hufband, dicd in 1658, in which year Leicefter Vifcount Hereford, 
who had married Elizabeth daughter of Sir William Withepole by 
Jane Stanhope, alicned a third part of the reverfion of the manor to 
John Gould{mith, Efg.; the perpetuity of the other two parts had 
been before aliened by the Berkley and Defmond families to Lady 
Spencer, who devifed them to her kinfman John Gouldfmith above 
mentioned. After his death, which happened in 1670, the manor 
was fold by truftees according to the tenor of his will, and purchafed 
by James Clitherow", Efg. whofe defcendant James Clitherow, Efq. 
is the prefent proprietor.

"This James Clitherow (a merckagt of were citizens of note, who it is prefumed 


confiderable eminence in London) was fourth 
fon of Sir Chriftopher Clitherow, of Pinner 
Hill in this county, who was chofen one of the 
veprefentatives far the city of London in 1627, 
* and was lord mayor in 1634. He was pre- 
fident alfo of Chrift’s Hofpital, (where there 
isa good portrait of him,) and governor of the 
Rafland Company, His immediate anceftors 


were defcended from the Clitherows, or Cli. 
derows, of Kent, of whom Richard Cliderow 
was feveral times therif and knight of the 
fhire in the reigns of Henry IV. and Henry V. 
and in the year 1405 was appointed admiral of 
England upon the weftern ftation. Sir Chrifto- 
pher Clitherow’s right to bear the arms of this 
family was acknowledged and certified by

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‘The manor-houfe is pleafantly fituated on q rifing ground about 
three quarters of a mile to the north of the town, It was built 
partly in the year 1622 by Lady Reade, and partly in 1671 by Jame» 
Clitherow, Efgq. as appears by dates on the pipes, cielings, &c. 

Jerome Hawley, Efg. held freehold lands in the parifh in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, valued at 20]. per annum”. 

The chapel, dedicated to St. Lawrence, ftands near the centre of 
the town: it ig uncertain at what time it was originally built, o 
whether any exifted there before that, to which, as Dugdale fay”, 
Maunice de Berkley was a f{pecial benefactor. This Maurice died in 
1189, and, according to Dugdale, was buried in this chapel. An 
efcutcheon, with the Berkley arms™ cut in ftone, which ftood over the 
porch of the old church, was preferved at the lait 1ebuilding of the 
chapel ; and being properly blazoned, is now placed in the church 
againft the weft wall, furiounded with a gothic frame. 

The whole of the chapel, except the tower, was rebuilt with brick 
in 1764, at the expence of about 24501. of which 115s]. was 
raifed by voluntary fubfcriptions, and 3oo0l. was a legacy be- 
queathed by Mr. Gee. The building forms an oblong fquare, on 
three fides of which are galleries; the communion table is in a {mall 


Henry St. George, Richmond Herald, in 1634. 
Sie’Chriftepher matried, for his fecond wife, 
Mary, daughter of Sir James Campbell, Kat, 
Lord Mayor eof London in 1610. He had 
feveral children by both his wives, but all the 
branches of his family in the male line are be- 
come extinét, except the defcendants of James 
Clitherow abovementioned, (his fourth fon by 
Mary Campbell,) whefe great-grandfon is the 
prefent proprietor of Burfton-heufe and manor. 
Such bas been the fluctuating tate of property 
in the county of Middlefew, that this family is 
to be mentioned as one of a very few who have

William Noy, attorncy-general to King Charles I. lies buried in 
the chancel at Brentford, which was the place of his refidence”. A 
brafs plate with an infcription was placed over his tomb, but foon 
defaced. Noy was an able and learned lawyer, but morofe and 
unpopular. James Howell, in one of his letters”, fays, “ our great- 
“« eft news is, that we have a new attorney-general, which is news 
“© indeed, confidering the humor of the man. He has lately found out 
“© among the records in the Tower, a precedent for a tax called fhip- 
“ money, when the kingdom is in danger.” The writ for this 
obnoxious tax, which thus owed its origin to Noy, was drawn and 
prepared with his owh hand. He died at Brentford Aug. 9, 1634. 
By his will he left 100 marks per annum to his fon Humphrey, 
and the remainder of his fortune to his elder fon Edward, “ to be 
“‘ by him fquandered, as he hoped no better from him™.” This 
Edward, about two years afterwards, was killed in a duel in France™.

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In the church-yard are the tombs of Catherine, 
Scott of Uxbridge, who died in 1695; feveral of, the family of 
Kinder and of Boddicott; Elizabeth, wife of Alexander Harding, 
furgeon, who died in 1771, and John Willet, Efq. 1782. 

The chapel of Brentford has been from time immemorial an ap- 
pendage to the church of Hanwell, whofe reétor is always inftituted 
to both**, and has the appointment of a curate at this place. It 
was prefented by the jury to the commiffioners appointed in 1650 
to inquire into the ftate of ecclefiaftical benefices, that Brentford was 
a chapel of eafe to Hanwell, two miles diftant; that Mr. Bennet, the 
minifter fettled there by the committee of plundered minifters, 
pioully officiated the cure, and performed all the commands of par- 
liament ; that he received the tithes within the limits of - Brentford, 
valued at 121. 108. per annum; that he was entitled to an annual 
rent of 31. iffuing out of the George-inn ; and that he had likewife 
6o 1. per annum granted to him by the committee out of the impro- 
priated re€tory of Athwell in Hertfordfhire”. In 1654, it was ordered 
by the Protector and council, that this augmentation, which had hi- 
therto been paid in corn, fhould be paid in money to Robert God- 


din, then minifter’*: the Prote@tor afterwards recommended that it . 


fhould be advanced to 1001. per annum”. Abiel Borfett, who fucceeded 
as minifter in 1657, appears to have had a double appointment ; viz. 
from the Protetor*’, and from RowlandStedman, rector of Hanwell”. 


The fame augmentation charged upon various rettories was con-

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tinued to him“; but it appears by the frequent petitions for the pay- 
ment of arrears entered in the minute-books of the committee for 
plundered minifters”, that neither he nor his predeceffors received 
much profit from it. The rent arifing from the George-inn ori- 
ginated from the will of Henry Redman**, who died in 1528, and 
bequeathed that meffuage and other premifes in Brentford to the 
parith for charitable ufes; the fum of 31. 6s. 8d. is exprefsly ap- 
propriated towards the increafe of the parith prieft’s wages. Joan Red- 
man, widow of Henry abovementioned, by her deed of enfeoffment* 
dated 1529, confirmed his will. In this deed the recites, “ that the 
“ fum. of fixteen pence was gathered weekly among the houfehold- 
“ ers at Weft Brentford, towards the ftipend and falary of a pricfl 
“ to minifter the {acrament and facramentals in the church at Weitt 
“* Brentford, which is, and evermore fhall be commodious, right, 
“ eafy, and pleafant io all the inhabitants and tenants at Weft 
“ Brentford ; whereas, if they fhould repair and go to their parith

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“ dell of wax to burne before the altar, one cowe, which was fold to 
“ one Henry Davyes of the faid towne for 20 bhillinga then un- 
“ payde.” It appears that the premifes abovementioned having 
been feized by the crown among other chantry lands, were granted 
by Edward VI. to John Keyme**. In the roth year of Queen Eli- 
zabeth, John Bennett of Brentford, and Robert Vincent of Aéton, 
who, it is probable, held the fame premifes under Keyme’s grant, by 
their indenture of that date*’ fettled upon certain truftees a rent of 
61. per annum iffuing out of the fame, half of which was to be ap- 
propriated to the minifter, and the other half to fuch charitable ufes 
as fhould feem moft confonant to the intent of Joan Redman above- 
mentioned. The waole of this rent has generally been, and now is, 
appropriated to the minifter. The finall tithes within the chapelry, 
faid in the parliamentary furvey to belong to the curate, were ufually 
received by him, but not as an acknowledged right, till an agreement 
to that effect properly ratified took place between the Rev. Daniel 
Burnaby, rector of Hanwell, and Dr. Chilcott, curate of Brentford, 
by which the {mall tithes above-mentioned, and the hay tithes of cer- 
tain lands at the eaft end of the parifh, were confirmed to the curate. 
Queen Anne’s bounty has been twice obtained for this curacy ; viz. in 
1721 and 1747, when lands were purchafed with the money in the 
parifh of Hefton, and in Leigh near Ryegate. The church-houfe, 
which was rebuilt by fubfcription in 1696, has been ever fince appro- 
priated by the parith for the refidence of the curate.

In 1764 there were 237 houfes in this parifh; the prefent number 
is about 270. It muft be obferved that the greater part of the town, 
comprifing the whole of that diftri& which goes by the name of Old 
Brentford, lies within the parith of Ealing. 

In 1665, being the great year of the plague, there were 103 
burials.

** William Anflow, furgeon, aged 102 years, was buried Septem- 
“ ber 20, 1717.” 

“ Qerviah Bew, widow, buried January 31, 1763.” The plate on 
this woman’s coffin defcribed her as an hundred years of age. 

“ Luke Sparks, buried January 3, 1769.” A comedian belong- 
ing to the theatre royal, Covent Garden. He was a native of Ireland, 
in which kingdom he commenced his theatrical career about the year 


1733. In 1745 he came to England, and made his firft appearance 
at 
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at the theatre royal in Drury-Lane on the 24th of September, in 
the character of Heartwell in the Old Bachelor. From this period 
he remained in London, chiefly at Covent-Garden theatre, where 
he fucceeded Quin in many of his charaéters. He feldom rofe above 
mediocrity ; Manley, in the Provok’d Hufband, was thought one of 
his beft parts. A few years before his death he retired from the 
ftage, and refided at Brentford. On his tomb is the following in- 
fcription : “ Beneath this ftone lie the remains of Luke Sparks, Efq. 
“ Jate of this parith. He died Dec. 28, 1768, aged 57 years.” 

“ Henry Giffard buried O@ober 25, 1772.” 

“ Anna Marcella Giffard, widow, buried January 23, 1777.” 

Henry Giffard was the youngeft fon of William Giffard, E{q. of the 
county of Bucks; he was born in the year 1699, and at fixteen years 
of age was placed as a clerk in the South-Sea-houfe; but having a 
great propentity to the ftage, he joined a company of comedians at 
Bath, and madc his firft appearance there in the year 1719*°, He was 
afterwards taken into Mr. Rich’s company, and then went to Ireland, 
where he had a fhare in the Dublir'Theatre*’, In 1730, he return- 
ed to London; and in 1733, became fole proprietor of the theatre in 
Goodman's Fields, where Garrick firft appeared as one of his com- 
pany in 1741. At that time the Goodman's-Ficld houfe was called 
the /ate Theatre; and to avoid the penalties of the a@ paffed in 
1737, was opened with mufical entertainments, the play being given 
gratis. In 1742 and 1743, Giffard and Cibber occupied the vacant 
theatre in Lincoln’s-inn-fields. In 1744, Giflard was engaged at 
Drury-Lane, where Garrick and he played the principal characters 
in tragedy and genteel comedy. Mrs. Giffard, who was fifter to his 
firft wife, and daughter of Mr. Lydal, an actor in Dublin®, was born

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Among other articles in the hands of the chapelwardens in 1653, 
was one little collar, a bell, one little bowl, and a pin of filver. It 
appears that the parifh rates at this period were chiefly raifed by 
profits accruing from the celebration of public {ports and diverfions 
at {tated times of the year, particularly at Whitfuntide. At a veftry 
held at Brentford in 1621, feveral articles were agreed upon with 
regard to the management of the parifh ftock by the chapelwardens, 
The preamble ftates, “ that the inhabitants had for many .years been 
“* accuftomed to have meetings at Whitfontide, in their church-houfe 
‘ and other places there, in friendly manner, to eat and drink toge- 
“ ther, and liberally to fpend their monies, to the end neighbourly 
“ fociety might be maintained; and alfo a common ftock raifed 
“ for the repairs of the church, maintaining of orphans, placing 
* poor children in fervice, and defraying other charges; which 
ftock not having been properly applied it was ordered, that a 
particular account fhould be given from-year to year of their gains 
at thofe times, and the manner of the expenditure.

John Midleton, Efg. in 1624, left 51. per annum, payable out of 
houfes in Southwark, to be diftributed to the poor on St. Thomas’s- 
day. Mary, relict of Sir Edward Spencer, who died in 1658, 
gave 61, per annum, being a rent-charge, now paid out of the Butts 
Clofe, to apprentice a poor boy. John Lord Offulfton, in 1692, 
gave the intereft of 100l. for the fame purpofe. James Townfend, 
in 1741, gave the intereft of 1ocl. to be diftributed in coals. 

A charity-fchool was inftituted at Brentford, by fubfcription, in 
the year 1703, and a fchool-houfe built on the Butts Common, the 
freehold of which is velted in feoffees. Lady Capell, by her will 

dated 
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dated 1719, endowed it with the twelfth part of the rent of an eftate 
near Feverfham in Kent, (now amounting to 11]. per annum,) 
which, by the tenor of her will, muft be reccived by a perfon pro- 
perly appointed for that purpofe on the 12th of May, in Kew 
Chapel. Befides this endowment, the parifh have a fund of 800. 
in the Stocks belonging to the {chool, and its revenues are augmented 
by an annual fermon, and a fub{cription of the inhabitants. Twenty- 
one boys and twelve girls are clothed and educated, which number 
is about to be increafed in confequence of a legacy of sool. in the 
3 per cents. lately left by Mr. James Parker, formerly landlord of 
the Red Lion Inn. Forty fhillings is given as a fee with every child 
who is bound apprentice. 

Several fums of moncy having been given at various times for the 
purpofe of purchafing,a ftock of coals for the poor, the money was 
employed in building a gallery, the pews of which the minifter is 
allowed to let, and appropriate the profits to his own ufe; firft de- 
ducting a fum for purchafing the faid coals equal to the intereft of 
the money with which the gallery was built. 

The bridge over the Brent at this place is of confiderable anti- Brentford- 
quity ; a toll upon all cattle and merchandize was granted anno a 
9 Edw. I. in aid of the bridge at “ Braynford” for three years: all Jews 
and Jewefles who paffed over it on horfeback were to pay 1d.; on 
foot, a halfpenny: other paffengers were exempted‘. A toll for 
the ‘like term was granted 5 Edw. Il#.°° Another for five years 
43 Edw. III."

BROMLEY ST. LEONARD’S. 


HIS place, in ancient records,is called Brambele, Brambelegh, 
or Brembeley.—Newcourt fuppofes the name to be derived 
from érom, broom, and /eag or lege, a field, or perhaps from the river 
Lea, near whofe banks it lies’. I think it more likely that it is 
derived from the Saxon word Brembel, a bramble, and dege, a field. 
Bromley lies inthe hundrefl of Offulfton, about two miles from 
Whitechapel church, and adjoining to Stratford-Bow. The parith 
is of fmall extent, containing between four and five hundred acres 
of land, of which about fixty are occupied by market gardeners and 
nurfery men, the remainder is divided in an equal proportion between 
arable and pafture ; the foil for the moft part is gravelly. This parifh 
pays for its quota to the land-tax the fum of 4281. 8s. 2d. which, 
in the year 1792, was at the rate of 1s. gd. in the pound. 

At this place there was a nunnery of the Benedictine order, dedi- 
cated to St. Leonard, founded in the reign of William the Con- 
queror, by William, Bithop of London, for a priorefs and nine 
nuns. There ts no trace of any part of this building to be feen, 
except the chapel of St. Mary, which is now the parifh church, and 
part of an old brick wall in the church-yard. References to various 
gtants relating to this convent will be found in the notes’, ‘At the

The manor of Bromley belonged to the abovementioned convent, 
to which it is faid te have been given by Sir Ralph Joffiline*. After 
the diffolution it was granted, with the fite of the priory and advow- 
fon of the church, by Henry VIII. to Sir Ralph Sadler’, who 
granted a leafe of the priory, with certain premifes adjoining, to Joan 
Gough, at the yearly rent of 351. 108.°8d.°, and in the year 1546 
exchanged the manor again with the crown for other lands’, After 
the expiration of: Joan Gough’s leafe, Queen Elizabeth granted the 
fame premifes for twenty-one years to Sir Thomas Cotton’. The manor, 
inthe year 1583, was the property of Henry Morgan, alias Wolf, who 
obtained a licence to alicn the fame, with certain tenements and tofts, 
30 acres of arable, 15 of meadow, 30 of pafture, 2 of wood, and 
31. rents of affize, to Thomas Spencer, Efq. and Richard Shute’, 
In 1607 a licence was obtained by Hugh and John Hare, to alien the

It 
is a {mall ftructure, confifting only of a nave and chancel, which are 
of the fame width, and feparated by an afcent of one ftep. Some 
ancient columns in the fouth wall of the nave, the capitals of which 
are decorated withefoliage and other ornaments, thew that the build. 
ing was extended farther on that fide. In the fouth wall of the 
chancel are five ftone ftallé“, two of which have round arches; the 
others are Gothic; thtough one of thefe a door has been made to

cealed by the wainfcot. Sir William Benfon lengthened the chancel 
by the addition of a projecting recefs, in which the communion-table is 
placed. In the eaft window are his arms“ and thofe of his wife”, 
the arms of England, the city of London, and the Drapers’ com- 
pany™. In the weft wall are the remains of a large round arch, or- 
namented with the lozenge and other Saxon mouldings. At the 
fame end is a {mall wooden turret. 

Within this chapel was interred the body of Elizabeth, fifter of 
Queen’ Philippa, and daughter of William Earl of Henault, whofe 
will bears date 1375. Joyce, wife of Sir Hugh Blount, was buried 
there the fame year. Weever fays, that John de Bohun (the fifth 
Earl of Hereford of that family) was entombed in the abbey church 
of St. Leonard’s, in Stratford-Bow". As that writer has evidently 
confounded the nunnery of St. Leonard at Bromley with the con- 
vent at Stratford, it feems more probable that this Earl was buried at 
the latter place. ‘The hiftorical account of the family of Bohun, in 
Dugdale’s Monafticon™, tends to confirm the fuppofition. 

William Gobyonne appears to have been buried at Bromley in 
1435, and Robert Sudbury in 1484”. 

In the chancel were formerly the tombs of Henry Topsfield, who 
died in 1557°*, and of Thomas Grey, citizen of London, who died 
in 1590; and in the nave that of Michael Barker, Efg. who died at 
Bromley Hall in 1599”.

In 1650 it 
was prefented by the inquifition to the commiffioners appointed to 
inquire into the ftate of ecclefiaftical benefices, that Bromley St. 
Leonard’s was a parith of itfelf, but never depending upon the late 
hierarchy ; that Abraham Wilmore, Efq. was the prefent rector; that 
the tithes were worth 20]. per annum; and that Benjamin Spencer 
was the prefent minifter, having been approved by the commiffioners 
of plundered minifters, and that he received 121. per annum from 
the impropriator, befides offerings, &c. valued at 4l. per annum. 
They recommended to the committee to increafe his falary*. Newcourt 
fays, that the plea of exemption from epifcopal jurifdidtion is ill- 
grounded, fince the convent acknowledged the bifhop’s authority, and 
the curates have always been licenfed by him. 

Nathaniel Cole, A. M. author of fome fermons and devotional 
tracts“, was curate of this place, and was buried here May 4, 1626. 

The prefent curate is William Haggitt, A. M. who was appointed 
in 1783.

Capt. Chriftopher Morgan, who died in 1705, gave so]. for the 
ufe of the poor; and Wilham Snelling, Efg. in 1713, the fame 
fum. With the benefactions of Meffs. Ferrers, Morgan, Snelling, 
and the perfon unknown, was purchafed an eftate in Suffolk, let 
fome time ago at gl. but lately raifed to 301. per annum.

Etymology. 
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CHE LS E.-A. 


HERE have been various conjeétures refpecting the derivation 

of the name of this place. . The moft ancient record wherein 
I have feen it mentioned, is a charter of Edward the Confeffor, 
in the Saxon language; it is there written Cealchylle: did local 
circumftances allow it, I fhould not hefitate a moment in faying 
that it was fo called from its hills of chalk; but as there is nei- 
ther chalk nor a hill in the parifh, the derivation does not prove fa- 
tisfactory. Later records vary much in the orthography of this 
word ; it feems to have puzzled the Norman {cribes; for in Doomf- 
day-book we find a double reading thus G74“. I have . deeds of 
the age of Edward II.’, in which it is called Chelchey : but the moft 
common mode of fpelling for fome centuries after the Conqueft, was 
Chelcheth or Chelchith. In the 16th century it began to be written 
Chelfey. The modern way of fpelling feems to have been firft 
ufed about a century ago, Skinner derives Chelfea from thelves 
of fand and ey or ea, land fituated near water ; at the fame time he 
allows that it is written in ancient records, Cealchyth, i. e. chalky 
baven*. Newcourt derives it from Ceald or Cele, cold, and hyth’, 
Norden, whofe etymology is beft fupported by fact, fays, “ it is fo 
“ called from the nature of the place, whofe ftrand is like the chefel, 
* (ceofel or cefol,) which the fea cafteth up of fand and pebble ftones, 
“ thereof called Chefelfey, briefly Chelfey, as is Chelfey in Suffex*.”

Chelfea 
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Chelfea is pleafantly fituated upon the banks of the Thames, which 
is fuppofed to be wider in the adjoining reach than in any part weft 
of London-bridge. The church is two miles diftant from Bucking- 
ham-houfe, but the village extends almoft to Hide-park-corner, in- 
cluding a confiderable part of Knightfbridge. The parith lies within 
the hundred of Offulfton, and is bounded on the eaft by a rivu- 
let which parts it from the parith of St. George, Hanover- 
Square ; on the’ weft by a rivulet which divides it-from Fulham; 
on the north by the parifh of Kenfington ; and on the fouth by 
the river Thames. In the year 1664,. James Hamilton took an 
actual furvey of the’parifh of Chelfea®, and found it to contain 630 
acres, which he has thus particularized :

About the year 785, Pope Adrian having fent legatcs to England 
for the purpofe of reforming the religion, they held a fynod at 
Cealchythe’. 

Dart fays, that in the reign of Edward the Confeffor, Thurftan 
gave the manor of Chilchelle or Chelcheya, which he held of the 
King, to Weftminfter-Abbey ; arid that the grant was afterwards re- 
newed by William the Conqueror, in whofe charter it is called, 
Land at Chelchea®’, In the Britifh Mufeum is a charter of Edward 
the Confeffor", confirming the manor of Cealchylle, with all its 
rights and appurtenances, land and water, wood and field, meadow 
and pafture, pannage and fruit, and other emoluments, as fully 
and freely as it was held by Thurftan, the governor of his palace", 
with the privilege alfo of holding a court to take cognizance of 
caufes between the villeins, the right of punifhing thieves, and 
taking up fugitives: he granted them moreover, exemption from toll 
and every third tree, with a third of the fruit growing in hts wood 
at Kyngefbyrig. We are told by Dart", that Gervafe, abbot of 
Weftminfter, natural fon of King Stephen, aliened fome of the

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manors of that church, and among the reft Chelchithe, which he 
gave to his mother Dameta and her heirs, to be held in fee with 
the village and appurtenances, either in land or water, to hold it 
peaceably and honourably, with all privileges, paying to the church 
of Weftminfter annually the fum of 41. for which grant fhe gave 
to the church the fum of 40s. and a pall of the value of 100s. The 
record of Doomfday-book makes no mention of any lands or manor 
belonging to the church of Weflminfter in Chelfea ; but it is 
poffible that it might have been included amongft their pof- 
feffions in Weftminfter, where they are faid to have had thirteen 
hides and a half; and it is more probable, as the manor of Chelched. 
there mentioned, contained two hides only. Edward de Sarifburie, 
according to that record, held Chelched, containing two hides, or 
five carucates, one hide of which was in demefne. There were two 
villeins holding two virgates, and four holding half a virgate each; 
four borderers, each holding five acres, and three flaves: of meadow 
land two carucates; pafture for the cattle of the town; woods for fixty 
hogs, and 52d. rents; in the whole valued at 9]. Wluune, a fervant 
of King Edward, held this manor, and had the power of aliening it. 
If this was, as it appears to have been, a diftinét manor from that 
mentioned by Dart, it is probable that they were afterwards confo~ 
lidated, at leaft we hear of only one manor at any fubfequerit period; 
and of that there is a great deficiency of records till the reign of 
Henry VIL; from which time ite hiftory may be very fatisfactorily 
deduced. It is fomewhat fingular, that among the inquifitions fof 
mortem at the Tower, there is not one of the manor of Chelfea. 
By the nomina villarum in the Britifh Mufeum, dated 1316, it ap- 
pears that it was then held by the heirs of Bartholomew de Septem 
Fontibus". Rébert de Wodehous, who died in 1345, held certain

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ton,) for life’. It is probable that he foon afterwards furrendered 
this patent; for I find Chelfey Place granted again upon the like 
terms in 1592, to Katherine Lady Howard, wife of the Lord Admi- 
ral". The Lord Admiral appears to have refided at Chelfea previous 
to this grant; fome of his letters among the Harleian MSS. are dated 
thence in 158g and 1591"* The Howard family obtained frefh 
grants of this manor at fubfequent periods, either for ‘life or a 
term of years". In 1639, King Charles 1. granted the reverfion 
to James Marquis of Hamilton“, who purchafed the Countefs of 
Nottingham’s intereft in the premifes. The marquis, who was 
created a duke in 1643, fell a facrifice to his loyalty, and was be- 
headed in the year .648. His brother William, who fucceeded to 
the title, was flain at the battle of Worcefter in 1651. The manor 
of Chelfea having been feized among the forfeited lands, was fold 


‘in the year 1654, by certain truftees appointed for that purpofe, to 


Robert Auftin, Thomas Smithfby, and others*. In 1657, William 
Lord Douglas, and his wife Ann Duchefs of Hamilton, daughter 
and coheir of James Duke of Hamilton, conveyed Chelfey Place to 
Charles Cheyne, Efgq. afterwards created Vifcount Newhaven, of the 
kingdom of Scotland; and in the year 1660, the fame parties, Lord 
Douglas being then Duke of Hamilton, fold the manor alfo to Mr. 
Cheyne. It was purchafed, as it is exprefled upon the monument 
of Lady Jane Cheyne, with a part of the large dower which fhe

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brought her hufband. Sir Hans Sloane, of whom more. particular 
mention will be made hereafter, purchafed the manor of Chelfea in 
1712, of William Lord Cheyne; and dying in the year 1752, left 
two daughters, Elizabeth and Sarah; the former of whom married 
the late Lord Cadogan; and the latter George Stanley, Efq. The 
Right Hon. Charles Sloane, the prefent Lord Cadogan, inherits one 
moiety of this manor from his father; the other was left by the late 
Hans Stanley, E{q. to his fifters, Anne, wife of Welbore Ellis, Ef. 
ang Sarah, wife of Chriftopher Doiley, Efg. who having no iffue, 
the reverfion is vefted under Mr. Stanley’s will in Lord Cadogan 
and his heirs. 

Dr. King, in his MS. account of Chelfea before quoted, fays, 
that the old manor-houfe ftood near the church; and that Henry VIII. 
parted with it to the anceftors of Sir Thomas Lawrence, hav- 
ing built a new houfe upon another fite™. I cannot find any record 
of this grant: the faé, as far as relates to the alteration of the fite, 
feems very probable. I think it not unlikely that this was the manor- 
houfe granted to Caryll, as before mentioned”, which by fome fub- 
fequent alienation might have become the property of the Lawrence 
family. The circumftance of the north aifle of the church being ftill 
annexed to the premifes which were Sir Thomas Lawrence’s, corro- 
borates the fuppofition of their having heen the fite of the mane- 
rial refidence. Henry VIIL.’s building ftood upon that part of 
Cheyne-walk which adjoins to Winchefter Houfe, and extends eaft- 
ward as far as Don Saltero’s coffee-houfe".

cond wife, who furvived him, refided at this place *, where ihe died in 
1643". The houfe afterwards belonged to Sir Jofeph Aliftone”, and 
is now the property of Mrs. Tate, relict of Benjamjn Tate, Efg. ; at 
prefent it is occupied as a paper manufadtory. 
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The celebrated Sir Thomas More purchafed an eftate at Chelfea,' re heen 


and fettled his family there about the year 1520". His houfe was 
fituated near the water-fide, and, as Erafmus defcribes it, was 
“neither mean nor fubje&t to envy, yet magnificent enough.” 
He added to its conveniences by building at the end of his garden 
a library and a chapel, where he paffed much of fis time in retire- 
ment and devotion. To give general anecdotes of a man fo well 
known as Sir Thomas More, would be fuperfluous ; I fhall confine 
myfelf therefore to fuch as are conneted with his refidence at Chel- 
fea. The capricious monarch, to whom he owed his rife and fall; 
frequently vifited him at this place with the utmoft familiarity, and 


would fometimes dine with him uninvited, Erafmus’s deferiptton Manner ofhis 


of the manner of Sir Thomas More’s living with his family at radar 


Chelfea, exhibits a fine picture of domeftic happinefs: “ There he 
“ converfeth (fays he) with his wife, his fon, his daughter-in-law, 
“his three daughters and their hufbands, with eleven grand- 
“ children. There is not any man living fo affectionate to his chil- 
“ dren as he; and he loveth his old wife as well as if fhe was a 
“ young maid®.” When we are told that this wife was not only in- 
clining to old age, but of a nature forhewhat harfh, and very

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worldly, or as his great grandfon More fays, “ of good years ; of 
“ no good favour nor complexion, nor very rich; her difpofition 
“ very near and worldly"*,” we muft allow him great merit for his 
affectionate behaviour towards her ; nor fhould we omit to commend 
the means he made ufe of to foften the morofenels of her difpofi- 
tion: “ he perfuaded her. (it feems) to play upon the lute, viol, and 
“* fome other inftruments, every day performing thereon her tafk ; 
“ and fo with the like gentlenefs he ordered his family.” —“ Such is 
“ the excellence of his temper, (continues Erafmus,) that whatfoever 
‘“* happeneth that could not be helped, he loveth it as if nothing 
“ could have happened more happily. You would fay there was in 
“ that place Plato’s academy ; but I do his houfe an injury in com- 
“ paring it to Plato’s academy, where there were only difputations 
“ of numbers and geometrical figures, and fometimes of moral vir- 
“ tues. I fhould rather call his houfe a fchool, or univerfity of 
** chriftian religion ; for, though there is none therein but readeth 
“ or ftudieth the liberal fciences, their fpecial care is piety and vir- 
* tye; there is no quarreling, or intemperate words heard ; none 
* {een idle ; that worthy gentleman doth not govern with proud 
and lofty words, but with well-timed and courteous benevolence ; 
“ every body performeth his duty, yet is there always alacrity , 
neither is fober mirth anything wanting*.” 
Anecdotes of Sir Thomas More was a great benefactor to the church of Chel- 
ee fea, conftantly attended divine fervice there, and freqtently affifted 
at its, celebration. The Duke of Norfolk coming one day to dine 
with him whilft he was chancellor, found him at church, wearing a 
furplice, and fingirig with the quire ; “ God's body, my Lord Chan- 
“ cellor,” faid the’ Duke as they returned to his houfe, “ what a 
“ parith clerk! A parifh clerk! you difhonour the king and his

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& office.” “ Nay, faid Sir Thomas, you may not think your maf- 
“ ter and mine will be offended with me for ferving God, his maf- 
* ter, or thereby count his office difhonoured".” 

The morning after he had refigned the great feal, he went to 
Chelfea church with his lady and family, where, during divine fer- 
vice, he fat as ufual in the quire, wearing a furplice; and becaufe it 
had been a cuftom after mafs was done, for one of his gentlemen to 
go to his lady’s pew, and fay, “ My lord is gone before ;” he came 
now himéelf, and making a low bow, faid, “ Madam, .my lord is 
“ gone.” She thinking it to be no more than his ufual humour, took 
no notice of it; but in the way home, to her great mortification, he 
unriddled the jeft, by acquainting her with what he had done the 
preceding day”. 

Holbein, who came to England in 1526, was firft patronized by 
Sir Thomas More, and during the fpace of three years lived in his 
houfe at Chelfea, where he was employed in drawing the portraits 
of his patron and his friends”. Among the numerous works at- 
tributed to this celebrated mafter, none perhaps are more noted than 
the groups of Sir Thomas More’s family ; but very good ‘reafons 
have been afhigned for fuppofing, that though the heads were 
fketched by Holbein, the pictures were finithed by an inferior 
artift”’,

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were duly relieved“. This great man was beheaded in 1535, for 
refufing to take the oath which acknowledged the king’s fupremacy, 
Ie may be thought worthy of notice, perhaps, that the morning he 
was fummoned to repair to Lambeth for the purpofe of taking that 
oath, he went to his parifh church, ‘attended mafs, and received the 
facrament™ ; after which, ftepping into his barge, he bid a laft adieu 
to the favourite fcenes of his retirement, and refigned himfelf to the 
fate he faw approaching. 

A few years previous to his death, Sir Thomas More caufed a vault 
to be made on the fouth fide of the chancel of Chelfea church, to 
which he removed the bones of his firft wife, and which he defigned 
for the place of his own interment. It has been a matter of difpute 
whether his body was depofited there or not ; fome authors fay, that 
his daughter Margaret, whofe pious affection to her father’s memory 
has frequently been the theme of pancgyric, removed his corpfe from 
the Tower, where it had been buried, to the vault at Chelfea™. 
More, the Chancellor’s great-grandfon, who wrote his life, does not 
mention this fact; and it has been thought unlikely, from the cir- 
cumftance of Bifhop Fither’s body having been removed to the 
Tower by Margaret Roper, that it might be interred, according to 
his fequeft, near her father, who was there buried ®. Soon after Sir 
Thomas More refigned the office of lofd chancellor, he wrote the 
following epitaph for himfelf, which is engraved upon a tablet of 
black marble on the fouth wall of the chancel at Chelfea. It has 
been feveral times printed, but not correétly : Weever’s copy is the 
moft accurate.

Sir Thomas More’s monument appears to have been erected in 
his life-time, in the year 1532. The tablet on which the in{fcription 
is engraved ftands under a flat Gothic arch, the cornice of which i8 
ornamented with foliage. Over the tomb is the creft of Sir Thomas 
More, viz. a moor’s head; and the arms of himfelf and his two 
After the attainder of Sir Thomas More, the king feized 
upon all his poffeffions, without any regard to his widow or family, 
whom he left fo poor, that his great-grandfon fays they had not 
money wherewi:h to buy him a winding-fheet™.

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fion at Chelfea was granted to Sir William Pawlet, afterwards Mar- 
quis of Winchefter”, to whom Edward VI. granted in fee both 
that and all other premifes in Chelfea and Kenfington, forfeited by 
his attainder™. The Marquis of Winchefter, who had been Lord 
High Treafurer of England thirty years, died at the advanced age of 
96, in the year 1571, and was fucceeded by his fon John, who died 
at Chelfeain 1576’. Winifred, widow of the old Marquis, died in 
1586”; and this houfe appears to have been foon afterwards in the 
pofleflion of Gregory Lord Dacre, who married Anne, her daughter 
by her firft hufband Sir Richard Sackville, and died in 1594. Lady 
Dacre, who furvived him but a few months, bequeathed her houfe at 
Chelfea, with all its appurtcnauces, to the great Lord Burleigh, with 
remainder to his fon Robert”, afterwards Earl of Salifbury and Lord 
High Treafurer. Sir Robert Cecil is fuppofed to have rebuilt the 
houfe ; the initials of his name, and that of his lady, Elizabeth, were 
to be feen on the pipes, and in fome of the rooms”.

The fact is, that Lord Cranfield was in pof- 
feffion of it till the year 1625 in the next reign, when he {old it to 
King Charles I.“, who two years afterwards granted it to George 
Villiers, the great Duke of Buckingham”; from that time it was 
called Buckingham-houfe, and by that name was, in the year 
1649, committed to the cuftody of John Lifle, one of the commif- 
fioners of the great feal**. The fame year it was granted for 21 
years to Sir Bulftrode Whitlocke, a commiffioner alfo of the great 
feal, and one of €romwell’s peers", who refided at Chelfea fome 
years’. After the reftoration, George, the fecond Duke of Buck- 
ingham, celebrated for his wit and profiigacy, recovered his father’s 
eftates, and was the poffeffor of this houfe-for a few years, but was 
foon obliged to difpofe of it for the benefit of his creditors, and it 
was accordingly fold to John Godden, ‘Efq. and others, for their ufe, 
in the year 1664". James Plummer, one of the principal creditors, 
was the perfon in whofe name it was aliened, in 1674, to Strode and 
others, in truft for-George Digby Earl of Briftol", who is {aid to 
have died at Chelfea, and to have been buried in the church there™:

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rith regifter. It is certain, that by his will, dated 1677, he directed 
that his body fhould be buried in the church belonging to the parith 
where he fhould die. He bequeathed his houfe at Chelfea to his 
Countefs, who, in the month of January 1682, fold st to Henry 
Marquis of Worcefter, afterwards Duke of Beaufort’; from this 
time it was known by the appellation of Beaufort-houfe, and conti- 
nued to be the occafional refidence of that noble family till about the 
year 1720. Mary, relict of the firft Duke, died there in 1714, and 
was buried in the family vault at Badminton in Gloucefterfhire”. 
Beaufort-houfe, after having ftood empty for feveral years, ws pur- 
chafed by Sir Hans Sloane, in the year 1738", and was pulled down 
in 1740. The gate, which was built by Inigo Jones for the Lord 
Treafurer Middlefex, Sir Hans Sloane gave to the Earl of Burling- 
ton, who removed it to his gardens at Chifwick. The old manfion 
ftood at the north end of Beaufort-row, extending weftward at the 
diftance of about 100 yards fromthe water-fide. I truft I fhall not 
be thought too minute in defcribing a fpot once the refidence of Sir 
Thomas More, and fince his time inhabited by fuch a feries of illuf- 
trious characters, as feldom have been known to occupy the fame 
premifes. Dr. King, Rector of Chelfea, writing in the year 1717", 
fays, that no lefs than four houfes have contended for the honour of 
Sir Thomas More’s refidence, viz. 1. Beaufort-houfe; 2. that which 
was Jate Sir William Powell’s, then divided into feveral tenements ; 
3. that which was formerly Sir John Danvers’s, then the fite of 
Danvers-ftreet ; and 4. that which was lately Sir Jofeph Allftone’s. 
This laft is now a paper manufactory, and ftill appropriated by tra- 
dition to Sir Thomas More, but with how little reafon the fore- 
going ftatement will prove.

Count D’Eftrades, Ambafladot from Louis XIV. who came to Count ‘D’Ets 
England to negotiate the fale of Dunkirk, and who maintained the ean 
famous difpute about precedency with the Spanifh Ambaffador, re- 
fided at Chelfea during the years 1661:and’ 1662, as appears by the 
dates of his letters, an Englith tranflation of which (in one vol. 8vo:) 
was publifhed in’ 1755. 

The Duchefs of Mazarine, who had lived many:years in England, Duchefs of 
and ‘had been one of the moft celebrated beauties of Charles IT.’s Maasrine: 
court, about the year 1694, came to refide at Chelfea, where her 
houfe was the conftant refort of people of fafhion, who were at- 
tracted by her converfaziones, her baffet table, and her concerts. 

The latter were chiefly dramatic, and conduted upon'a moft mag- 
nificent {cale. The vocal parts were performed by the principal fe- 

‘male fingers from the theatres. The celebrated St. Evremond, whofe St- Evre- 
home was principally at the Duchefs’s houfe, wrote the words, ang oer 
compofed fome of the mufic’. The expence of thefe coftly enter- 
tainments was defrayed, no doubt, in fome way or other, by the vi- 

fitors, ‘The Duchefs’s. finances, after the death of Charles Il, (who 
allowed her a penfion of 4000]. .per annum,) were very flender.

tures which afterwards formed part of the Houghton Colledtion. 
After Sir Kobert Walpole’s death, the houfe was fold to the Eart of 
Dunmore, of whofe executors it was purchafed by George Aufrere, 
Efq. the prefent proprietor, who has a very fine collection of pic- 
tures there, confifting for the moft part of the productions of the 
Venetian, Bolognefe, and Lombardy fchools: among thefe may be 
particularly noticed the Seven Works of Mercy, by Sebaftian Bour- 
don ; two fine land{capes, by Gafpar Pouffin ; a portrait of a pirate, 
by Georgioni ; a beautiful picture of St. Catherine, by Corregio ; and 
a holy family, by Titian. The gardens belonging to this houfe are 
very beautiful, and laid out with much tafte. In the o¢tagon fum~ 
mer-houfe above-mentioned, ftands Bernini’s famous ftatue of Nep- 
tune, late the property of Sir Jofhua Reynolds, who purchafed it 
from the gardens of the Villa Negroni at Rome. 

Lord Cremorne’s elegant villa by the water-fide, near the weftern 
extremity of the parifh, was built by Theophilus Earl of Hunting- 
don, and afterwards belonged fucceffively to Lord Powerfcourt, the 
Countefs Dowager of Exeter, Sir Richard Littleton, and the Duke 
of Bridgwater. At this villa Lord Cremorne has a good colleétion 
of pictures, by the Italian and Flemifh mafters, among which are fe-~ 
veral pieces of Ferg ; a portrait of Gefler, by Vandyke ; and the Ear] 
of Arlington and his family, by Netfcher. Here is alfo a very beau- 
tiful window of ftained glafs, confifting of about twenty pieces, by 
Jarvis, being the only confiderable collection of the fmaller works 
of that artift. The fubjef&ts are various; landfcapes, fea pieces, 
Gothic buildings, 8c. In the latter, the effeét of the funthine com- 
ing through the windows, is admirably well managed. 

Adjoining to Lord Gremorne’s premifes is a houfe belonging to

Under a rich gothic 
canopy, fupported by pillars of mofaic work, the whole of which 
appears now in a very mutilated condition, is a tablet with the fol- 
lowing infcription :

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The Duchefs of Northumberland was a -fingular inftance of the Anecdotes of 
viciffitudes of fortune: having been the wife of one of the greateft and her fa- 
men of that age, the lived to fee her hufband lofe his head upon a oe 
{caffold"*; to fee one fon fhare his father’s fate ; another efcape it 
only by dying in prifon; and the reft of her children living but by 
permiffion. Amidft this diftrefs, which was heightened by the con- 
fifcation of her property, fhe difplayed great firmnefs of mind, though 
left deftitute of fortune and of friends, till the arrival of fome of the 
nobility from the Spanifh court, who interefted themfelves fo warmly 
in her favour, that they prevailed upon the Queen to reinftate her in 
fome of her former poffeffions"’; and fhe conducted herfelf with 
fuch wifdom and prudence as enabled her to reftore her overthrown 
houfe even in a reign of cruelty and tyranny". Her furviving pro- 
geny were no lefs remarkable for their profperity than their brethren 
for their misfortunes. Ambrofe was reftored to the title of Earl of 
Warwick, and enjoyed many other honours and preferments. Ro- 
bert was created Earl of Leicefter, and became one of Queen Eliza- 
beth’s prime minifters, and her daughter Mary was the mother of Sir 
Philip Sidney. 

The Duchefs, a fhort time before her death, wrote her will with Singular ex- 
her own hands. She bequeathed to Sir Henry Sidney the gold and her «il 
green hangings in the gallery at Chelfea, with her lord’s arms and 
hers ; to her daughter Mary Sidney, her gown of black barred vel= 
vet furred with fables, and a gown with a high back of fair wrought 
velvet; to her daughter Catherine. Haftings, a gown of purple vel- 
vet, a fummer gown, and a kirtle of new purple velvet to it, and 
fleeves ; to Elizabeth, daughter of Lord Cobham, a gown of black. 
barred velvet furred with lizards; to the Duchefs of Alva, her green

“ is, earneftly and effectually, that little folempnitie be made for me, 
“ for I had ever have a thoufand foldes my debts to be paide, and the 
“* poore to be given unto, than anye pompe to be fhewed upon my 
“wretched carkes; therefore to the wormes will I goe, as I have 
“afore wrytten in all poyntes, as you will anfwer yt afore God.” 
“* And you breke any one jot of it, your wills hereafter may chauncc 
** be as well broken.” 

In another place the fays, “ After I am departyd from this worlde, 
** let me be wonde up in a fhete, and put into a coffyn of woode, 
“and fo layde in the grounde with fuch funeralls as parteyneth to 
“ the buriall of acorfe. I will at my yeres mynde have fuch devyne 
“ fervice as myne executors fhall thynke mete, with the whole arms of 
“ father and mother upon the ftone graven ; nor in no wife to let me 
“ be opened after Iam dead.—I have not loved to be very bold afore 
*“ women, much more wolde I be lothe to come into the hands of any 
“ lyving man, be he phyfician or furgeon"’.” Notwithftanding her 
ftri& injunions to.the contrary, fhe was buried with great fo- 
lemnity, Feb. 1, 1554-5, two heralds attending, with many mourn- 
ers, fix dozen of torches, and two white branches, and “ a canppy 
“ borne over her effigies in wax, in a goodly hearfe, to the church of 
“ Chelfey’™.” 

Clofe to the Duchefs of Northumberland’s monument, under the 
canopy, ftands an altar-tomb, the top of which is inlaid with a {mall 
flab of white marble, to the memory of Catherine, relict of Henry 
Earl of Huntingdon, and daughter of John Duke of Northumber- 
land, who died in 1620. 

Near that of the Duchefs of Northumberland, at the eaft end of 
the chapel, is a fplendid monument to the memory of Sir Robert 

ise The whele will is printed in Collins’s **° Collins’s Memoirs of the Sidneys, p. 36 
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Stanley, K. B.™, on the front of which is his buft of veined marble 
in alto relievo: he is reprefented with whifkers, but no beard; his 
hair long and flowing. There are bufts alfo of two of his children ; 
round the ledge of a flab of black marble is the following infcrip- 
tion :—** To the faire memorie of the truly honorable Sir Robert 
“ Stanley, Kt of the noble order of the Bath, and feacond fonne to 
“the right ho’* William Earle of Darbie, whoe deceafed the 3 day 
“ of January An®Dni 1632.” On the fouth wall is the monument 
of Sir William Milman", who died in 1713. On the floor are the 
tombs of Mr. Ludar Lang, who died in 1791; and Richard Lam- 
borne, Efq. who died in 1793. 

This chapel belonged to the proprietor of Sir Thomas More’s houfe, 
till it was fold by Mr. Arthur Gorges to Lionel Earl of Middlefex, 
at which time he referved the chapel to himfelf, as he continued to 
refide at Chelfea in another houfe. In 1664, when he fold this laft- 
mentioned houfe to Thomas Pritchard, he only referved a right of 
burial for his ‘family ; the chapel paffed therefore, with the houfe, 
through various owners, to Sir William Milman, and is now the pro- 
perty of Francis Milman, M.D. Between this chapel and the 
lower chancel is a pointed arch fupported by ancient pillars, whofe 
capitals are ornamented with various fingular devices.

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Between Sir Thomas More’s chapel and the fouth aifle, ftands a 
table tomb, covered with a flab of black marble, on which are the 
arms and quarterings of Gorges’; on the fouth fide of the tomb 
is the following infcription: “ Here lies interred the body of that 
« penerous and worthy Gent. Arthur Gorges, Efq. eldeft fon of Sir 
“ Arthur Gorges, Knt. the laft furviving branch of the firft male line 
“ of that hon’ family, who departed this life the eighth of April 1668. 
* He maryed Mary, one of the daughters and cobcires of Paul Lord 
“ Vilcount Banning. She firft maryed to William Lord Grandifon, 
‘* afterwards to Charles Earle of Angelefey ; and thirdly to the fayd 
“ defeced Arthur Gorges, whom the furvived ; and departed this life 
eee ee ee ee eee lyes here buried with her loving huf- 
“ band, to whofe and her own memorey fhe ereled this tombe.” 

In Bowack’s account of Chelfea™, are fome Englifh verfes, now 
concealed by pews, tothe memory of Mr. Gorges, whom that author 
erroneoully calls the tranflator of Lucan. Bowack defcribes alfo ano- 
ther monument to the memory of Sir Arthur Gorges, with the effi- 
gies of himfelf and his family in drafs plates. No trace of this re- 
mains. , 

Againft the wall of the fouth aifle ftands a large marble monument, 
very richly ornamented with rofes and mofaic work, to the memory 
of Gregory Lord Dacre, and Anne his wife. The effigies of Lord 
and Lady Dacre, as large as life, lie under an arch fupported by pil- 
lars of veined marble, of the Corinthian order. He is reprefented in 
armour ; hiehair thort ; his beard round, and of confiderable length, 
as are his whifkers. She is habited in a gown and long cloak, and 
wears aruff. At the feet of each lies a dog ; over the arch are the 
arms and quarterings of Dacre“,

Under- 
neath, upon the farcophagus, is an infeription to the memory of 
Charles Cheyne, lord of the manor of Chelfea, who died in 1698, 
aged 74, being then Lord Vifcount Néwhaven of the kingdom of 
Scotland. In Bowack’s account of Chelfea', is am infcription copied 
from a ftone placed over the vault in the chancel, which is now ille- 
gible.* The purport of i waa, that the vault was made in 1669, by 
Charles Cheyne, Efq. bard of the manor, which was purchafed with 
the rich dowry of his wife. 

On the wall of the north aifle ase the momaments alfo of James 
Buck, Efg."* who died in 16804 of Richard Guilford, who died the 
fame year, and bequeathed rol per ansidm to be ditributed to the 
poor on the anniverfary of his marriage wick his laft-wife Elizabeth ;

At the weft end ofsthe,church again& the wall, are the monuments 
of Anne, widow of Mr. Thomas Wakelin, apothecary, who died in 
1722; and of Anne, wife of Captain Richard Culliford’’, who died 
in 1726. In the belfry are thofe of Hefter, wife of Thomas Hill, 
who died in 1699; William Clarkfon, who died in 1712; and Anna 
Maria Powel, wife of Captain Dawly Sutton, who died in 1745. 

Againft the fouth wall of the church, on the outfide, are the mo~ 
nutments of feveral of the family of Chamberlayne, for the erecting 
of which, and making a vault, Dr. Chamberlayne obtained a grant 
from, the parifh in the year 1694, in confideration of a benefa@tion 
which will be mentioned hereafter: he himfelf was buried there in 
1703. On his monument is the following infcription :

On the fame wall is the monument of Sufannah his widow", who 
furvived him but a few months; that of Peregrine Clifford Chamber- 
layne, his eldeft fon, (a captain in the navy, like his father a great 
traveller, and, as his epitaph informs us, a ‘man of very univerfal 


knowledge and accomplifhments,): who died in 1691, aged 31; that’ 


of Edward, his youngeft fin, who was of the Inner Temple, but pre+ 
ferring a naval life, engaged in the fervice of his country, and died in 
1698, aged 29; and that of Anne, his only daughter, who, catching 
the naval ardor from ‘her brothers, actually entered on board a fire- 
fhip cf which one of them had the comniand, and. being dreffed in 
man’s apparel, fought bravely againft the-French for the {pace of fix 
hours’, A few months after her; return, fhe married John Spragg; 
Efq. and died foon after being delivered: of her firft. child, which was 
a daughter. The writer of her epitaph (whieh is here given) la- 
ments that fhe was thus cut off before fhe had produced a race of 
naval heroes. |

Adjoining to the King’s private road, at the diftance of about a 
quarter of a mile from the church, is a cemetery, given to the parith 
by Sir Hans Sloane in the year 1733. Near the centre of this ground 
is an obelifk, erected in the year 1751 by Andrew Miilar, an emi- 
nent bookfeller, over a,vault appropriated to his family, as appears 
by an infcription on the fouth fide of the obelifk. He himfeif was 
buried there in 1768 ; his widow (afterwards married to Sir Archi- 
bald Grant, Bart.) in 1788. 

Towards the north fide of the ground, is the tomb of Cipriani

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it has always been annexed tothe manor. In 1327, it was rated at 
thirteen marks"; in the king's books at 131. 6s. 8d. In 1650, it was 
reported to the commiffioners appointed to inquire into the ftate of 
ecclefiaftical benefices, that the parfonage-houfe at Chelfea, with 
twenty acres of glebe thereto belonging, were worth 6ol. per annum, 
and that the tithes were worth 6ol. more; that Dr. Samuel Wilkin- 
ion, the minifter, was a man of very fcandalous report ; and that it 
was faid that the prefentation formerly belonged to the Earl of Not- 
tingham™*, In the year 1566, Robert Richardfon, then rector of 
Chelfea, exchanged the parfonage-houfe, and about eighteen acres of 
land, for another houfe, and nearly the fame quantity of land, with 
William Marquis of Winchefter ; which exchange was confirmed by 
the Queen aud the Bifhop of London™’. 

John Larke, prefented to the re€tory of Chelfea in 1530, by Sir 
Thomas More™, who had a grant of the advowfon, for that turn, 
from the abbot and convent of Weftminfter, was executed at Tyburn 
in 1544, for following the example of his patron gn denying the 
King’s fupremacy"’. : 

Robert Richardfon, inftituted to this re€tory in 1543, was ejected 
in 1554, fer being a married prieft ; but was reftored by Queen 
Elizabeth”. 

Adam Littleton, who was prefented to the rectory of Chelfea in 
1669, was mafter of Weftminfter fchool, and prebendary of that 
church. He publithed the well-known Latin dictionary which goes 
by his name, feveral tranflations, a volume of fermons in folio, and

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fome other books of divinity'™. .Dr- Littleton died infolvent, and 
left his widow in very diftreffed circumftances"*. He was fucceeded 
in the reGtory of Chelfea by Dr. Johm King, who publifhed a tract 
againft Toland, the Cafe of Bifhop Atherton fairly reprefented, Aai- 
madverfions on a Pamphlet addrefled to the Non-Conformifls, and 
fome fingle fermons. A great intimacy fubfifted between him and 
Sir William Dawes, the learned Archbifhop of York'*, who refided 
feveral years at Chelfea’*, Some poems, and other MSS. by Dr, 
King, are among the Sloane collection in the Britifh Mufeum’”; 
and a fhort MS. account of this parifh, with a terrier of the glebe, 
&c. is in the poffeflion of the prefent rector, who has obligingly fa- 
voured me with accefé to it, 

Dr. Sloane Elfmere, who was inftituted to the rectory of Chelfea 
after the death of Dr, King, which happened in 1732, died in 1766, 
and left behind him a volume of fermons, to be publifhéed for the be- 
nefit of the charity-fchoal. 

The prefent rector is the Hor. William Bromley Cadogan, M. A. 
fecond fon of the Right Hon. Lord Cadogan, who was inflituted in 
the year 1775. 

The parifh regifter commences in the year 1559, and, excepting 
that it is rather imperfect during the time of the civil war, and that 
there is a chafm in the burials from'1564 to 1591, appears to have 
been kept very accurately to the prefent time.

Few parifhes in the kingdom have increafed in population to fo 
great a degree as that of Chelfea, within the laft two centuries. In 
the firft year of Edward, VI. it appears by the Chantry Roll'**, that 
there-were only feventy2five communicants in Chelfea, which was a 
lefe number than.geas found in any other parifh in Middlefex. The 
average of baptifms, about that period, is comparatively {mall ; in the 
year 1568, it isexprefsly faid in the regifter, that there was not one, 
The increafe appears to have been gradual during the firft hundred 
years here recorded, which may be thus accounted for: Queen Fli- 
zabeth publifhed,a proclamation, f to forbid the building of any new 
houfes within three miles, of the metropolis. James L, foon after he 
came ta thé shone, -publithed another edi& to the fame effet. In 
1656, an wx ‘pafled, extending the prohibition to ten miles.” Chelfea 
began, to, incheale rapidly about the latter end ef the laft, ar the be- 
ginning of the Peefent century. Dr. King, in his MS, account of 
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Chelfea, written about the year 1717, fays, that the parifh then con- 

tained 350 houfes, and that they had been much increafed of late. Great in- 
Bowack, who wrote in 1705, computes their number at 300, being, par al 
according to his account, nine times as many as they were in the 

year 1664. Within the laft ten or twelve years, about 600 new 
houfes have been built’, moft of which lie within a diftri called 
Hans-town. The principal ftreet takes its name from the Sloane fa- 

mily, and is about fix furlongs-in length ; it contains 160 houfes, 

the byildings, for the moft part, occupying only the weft fide ; be- 

hind this ftreet, is a fpacious and handfome {quare, as yet unfinifhed. 

The prefent number of houfes in the parith is about 1350, of which 

about 1240 are inhabited, the remainder being, for the moft part, 
unfinifhed. On account of the great increafe of population, a mar- 
ket-place was built at Chelfea, about three years ago, for the conve- 

nience of the inhabitants. 

The burials at Chelfea appear to have uniformly exceeded the bap- 
tifms in a confiderable degree, which is principally to be attributed 
to the number of nurfed children and ftrangers there buried. Since 
the foundation of the royal hofpital, 247 children Rave been baptized 
in the chapel there, which, on an average, ie-not tRree in a year. 

Thefe are inferted in a regifter belonging to the hofpital ; where alfo 
arc recorded the burials, which bear a much greater propertion, hav- 
ing been about fifty in each year. 

The number of burials at Chelfea in 1603, was thirteén; in 1624, Plague yedrs. 
thirty-fix ; in 1665, feventy-eight; being at neither périod quite double 
theavérage number. It appears that this village, and its‘oppofite neigh- 
bour Batterfea, fuffered much lefs from that dreadfial calamity the 
plague, than Putney ‘and Mortlake, though fituated, like Chelfea, by 
the watet-fide, and.at,a greatér diftance from London.

Dr. Birch publithed memoirs of Queen ‘Elizabeth’s reign, 
in two volumes quarto, colleed from Mr. Bacon’s letters and

“ 1617.” He was buried at Chelfea two days afterwards ; and Tho- 
mas, another fon, who diced young, was buricd I'cb.

“ Dec. 22, 1618.” Of thefe children there is no mention in the Peer- 
age. His fon James was buried at Chelfea, June 5, 1610. The 
Earl of Nottingham refided many years in the manor-houfe, the 
leafe of which was granted fucceffively to his wives, Cathetine and 
Margaret. At this place he frequently was honowmed with vifits

Mary, Sept. 29, 1631 5 Charles, Feb. 14, 1632-3; Henry, Dec, 5, 
1633; John, fon of Sir John Danvers, Aug. 10, 1650. Mary and 
Charles died in their infancy. Sir John Danvers, Knt. had freehold 
lands in Chelfea, valued at 60]. per annum, in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth". The old manfion cailtéd Danvers-houfe was pulled down 
about the year 1696, when Danvere-ftreet was built on the fite.

The latter was 
occafionally revived in Woodward’s time, who-excelled in the prin- 
cipal character. It was Shadwell’s misfortune to engage in an une- 
qual conteft with a formidable opponent, who has held him up to 
ridicule in one of the fevereft fatires ‘that wad ever penned". An 
edition of his works was publithed in! 1726, in fowr volumes 8vo. 
to which was prefixed an account of hig life. Mfrs. Anne Shad- 
well, his widow, (who had been an a¢trefs in the reign of Charles IT.) 
was living at Chelfea in 1696.

He was chofen profeffor of botany by that uni- 
verfity in the year 1734. About the year 1729, he came to refide 
at Chelfea, where he practifed phytic for the {pace of twenty years. 
In 1752, he removed to a farm in the parifh of Streatham, where he 
{pent moft of the remainder of his life in rural retirement. He re- 
turned to Chelfea the year before his death, which happened Jan. 29, 
1768. Dr. Martyn publifhed feveral botanical works ; and’ a well- 
known edition, with a tranflation, of the Bucolicke and Georgics of 
Virgil. He tranflated fome medical treatifes 3 was-engaged in 4 pe- 
riodical publication called the Grub-ftreet Journal, int witich he wrote 
the papers figned B.; affifted in the three firft volumes of the Ge- 
neral DiGtionary ; and abridged fome of the Philoféphical’ T'ranfac- 


tions, to which he was himfelf a waluable contributor. In the year 


1739, he communicated to the Royal Society an account bf an 
aurora borealis feen at Chelfea, March 18, being the firft time that 
phznomenon had been defcribed.

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Philip Miller. “ Philip Miller, buricd Dec. 22, 1771.” The well-known author

tions, and been tranflated into various languages. Mr. Miller was 
gardener to the Company of Apothecaries at Chelfea, during a period 
of nearly fifty years, and acquired great reputation, not only for his 
fuccefsful culture of plants, but for his intimate knowledge of their 
ftructure and characters”. Linnzus paid him the compliment of 
faying, that his di@tionary was not a work for gardeners only, but 
for botanifts. Mr, Miller communicated fome papers to the Royal 
Society, and publithed alfo the Gardener’s Calendar, a Catalogue of 
the Plants at Chelfea, and two volumes in folio of figures of plants 
adapted to his ditionary. He died Dec. 18, 1771, in the 80th year 
of hia age, -having refigned his office at Chelfea a fhort time before 
his death 

“ Henry Moffop, buried Jan. 1, 1775.” Henry Moffop was the 
fon of a clergyman of fmall fortune in Ireland, who gave him, 
neverthelefs, the advantage of a liberal education at the Univerfity 
of Dublin. Having been difappointed in his expectations from an 
uncle, who had encouraged him to leave Ireland with the hopes of 
beéoming his heir, he turned his thoughts to the ftage, and offered 
his fervices to Garrick and Rich, without fuccefs. He then returned 
to Dublin, where he got an engagement, and made his firft appear- 
ance in the character of Zanga, in the mqnth of November 1749. 
He was very favourably received by the public, and warmly fup- 
ported by his fellow-collegians ; but was hardly eftablifhed as an 
actor, when .a difference with the manager induced him to quit 
Dublin. In the feafon of 1751, he procured an engagement at 
Drury-Lane, where: he made his firft appearance in the month of 
September that year. From this time (with the interval of one

tunately tempted to return to Dublin in the capacity of manager, a. 
fituation for which he was not qualified, and which proved fatal both 
to his health and fortune. About two years before his death, a com- 
miffion of bankruptcy was iffued agginft him. His health at the 
fame time rapidly declining, he was advifed to go to the South of 
France, whence he returned without having received any benefit, 
and died Dec. 27, 1774, aged 45 years’. As an adtor, he excelled 
chiefly in parts of declamation ; and was moft admired in the cha- 
racters of Zanga, Woltey, Barbaroffa, and Richard III. Churchill, 
in his Rofciad, has treated him with more feverity than juftice.

“ William Kendricke, L.L. D. buried June 13; 1779." Dr. Ken- Dr. Kenrick: 

rick was a man of confiderable abilities, and author of feveral dra- 
matic and poetical works ; his plays were in general unfuccefsful* : 
The Lady of the Manor, his laft production, was the moft fortu- 
nate. Dr. Kenrick was editor of the London Review ; and in the 
year 1774, read public lectures upon Shakefpear’s plays. He appears 
alfo to have been deeply engaged in mechanical purfuits. On the 
1yth of May, previous to his death, he waited on the Attorney Ge- 
ncral with a petition, for a patent for the exclufive benefit of the dif- 
covery of a mechanical principle of felf-motion*”. 

“ S* John Fielding, Knt. and Juftice of the Peace, buried Sept. 13, Sir Jéhn 
“1780.” Sir John Fielding, fo well known for his aétivity as a ene: 
magiftrate while he prefided over the Police-office in Bow-ftreet, 
fucceeded his half-brother, the celebrated Henry Fielding, in that de- 
partment, in the year 1754. He publifhed a book, entitled “ The

“ Robert Jeffries, Efq. Rear Admiral of the White, buried Nov. 
“ 3, 1780.” 

“ John Baptift Cipriani, Buried Dec. 21, 1785.” This celebrated 
artift was a native of Florence, where he firft fettled as an hiftorical 
painter, and acquired confiderable reputation. In the year 1754, 
he cate over to England, having been invited by Lord Tilney, 
who employed hit in: painting feveral fubjects from hiftory. 
Among his earlieft patrons was the Dike of Richmond, who having 
formed,a defign of eftablifhing an academy in his own houfe, ap- 
pointed Cipriani the mafter. He was afterwards moftly employed 
by the printféllers in making drawings, which were much admired 
for their talte and ‘corrétnefs, particularly in the delineation of the 
human figure: they are well known by Bartolozzi’s beautiful engrav- 
ings. The combined merits ‘of thefe two artifts, have given a more 
than temporary value to-nimerous tickets of admiffion to places 
of public entertainment. The cielings at the Queen’s houfe, at 
Lanfdown, ‘and at, Melbourn (now York) houfe, were painted by 
Cipriani after thé manner of the antique. He did not, however, 
wholly give up that branch of his profeffion which he firft purfued, 
having finifhed- three large hiftorical paintings for the late Earl of 
Orford a fhort time before his death. 

_ “ The Rey. Philip Withers, D. D. buried July 29, 1790.” Philip 
Withers was fon of a blue-dyer at Weftbury in Wiltfhire. After 
having been: an apprentice toa country fhopkeeper, at the age of 20 
years'he became j a pupil to Mr. Milner, who kept a fchool at Hull in 
Yorkthire. In the year 1777, he was admitted a member of Trinity- 
college, ‘Cambri dge, Where he refided about a year and an half, and 
then removed to Queen’ college, wheré Mr. Milner’s brother was 


tutor, and where he is‘faid to have made a confiderable proficiency 
in 
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in the Greek language, of which he was not a little vain. . During his 
refidence at Cambridge, the Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Coleman, received 
a gold {nuff-box, from an unknown hand, to be offered as a prize for 
the beft Greek exercife. Upon this being made public, Withers de- 


clared himfelf a candidate ; and it was much fufpected that the fnuff-. 


box came from himfelf ; for his tutor, upon comparing the letter with 
others received from him, had no doubt of their having been writ- 
ten by the fame perfon. About this time (1778) appeared propofals 
for a fplendid edition of the Table of Cebes, with plates and notes, 
to be publifhed by fome gentlemen of the Univerfity of Cambridge, 
for the benefit of the fons of the clergy. Withers, who was one of 
the editors, or perhaps the fole editor, as he never difcovered his co- 
adjutors, waited upon Archbifhop Cornwallis withthe propofals, and. 
requefted his patronage. The Archbifhop received him civilly ; but 
deferred giving him any anfwer till he had made fome inquiries about 
his unknown vilitor.. Withers, neverthelefs, publifhed new propo- 
fals, with the Archbifhop’s name annexed af patron of the under- 
taking. Sore letters paffed between the editor and Mr. Bacon, 
treafurer of the charity, in which the former complains of the work 
having been injured by the report of his having ufed the Arch- 
bithop’s name without’ being properly authorized ; and fays, that it 
had been already attended with much expence and infinite labour: 
the publication never took place. After leaving Cambridge, Withers 
opened an academy in St. Mary Axe, In 1781, he was ledturer of 
St. Clement’s, Eaftcheap. In 1783, he refided at Paddington, and 
was preacher or reader at Bentinck Chapel ; during that yegr he pub- 


lithed an addrefg to Dr. Dennis, Vice-Ghancellor of Oxford, in re-- 


ply to a letter figned Vindex, in the St. James's Chronicle, which 
he fuppofed to have been direGted again him. Ia this addsefs, he 
endeavours to vindicate himfelf from the chafge of ignorance and 
methodifm, and challenges any perfon of the Univerfity of Oxford 
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to atrial of fkill in the Greek language. In 1787, he commenced 
his career as a libel-writer, by an anonymous pamphlet under the 
fignature of Caffandra. In 1789, he advertifed a book called Ari- 
ftarchus, or a methodical arrangement of improprieties which occur 
in writing and converfation; and a caution to gentlemen ufing 
Sheridag’s Dictionary. The fame year, being then refident in 
Sloane-fquare, Chelfea, he fignalized himfelf by writing fome 
pamphlets upon popular topics, containing many {currilous and li- 
bellous paragraphs, which expofed him to a profecution in the 
court of King’s Bench, where he was convicted of the’ libel 
with which he was charged. When brought up to receive judg- 
ment, he behaved in fo indifcreet a manner as tendcd to heighten 
his punifhment, which was a fine of sol. and imprifonment in 
Newgate for twelve months. He died in that prifon not long be- 
fore the expiration of his confinement, in confequence of a fever 
which he caught by over-heating himfelf in playing at fives. Dr. 
Withers, at the time of this death, was not quite forty years of age. 
The foregoing account is principally taken from fome MSS, collec- 
tions of the late Dr. Michael Lort. 

No inftances of longevity occur in the parith regifter. Mary 
Bird is faid to have died at Chelfea, Aug. 25, 1771, aged 100°73 
Mr. Benjamin Price, June 30, 1776, aged 104°’; and Mr. John- 
fon, O&. 6, 1782, aged 103°". Ofthefe, Mary Bird only was buried 
at Chelfea ; her age is not mentioned in the regifter. 

In the year 1552, an inventory was taken, by commiffioners ap- 
pointed by the King, of the plate and ornaments belonging to all the 
churches in the kingdom ; the returns of the jury relating to feveral 
counties, of which Middlefex is one, are in the Augmentation-office. 
The jury at Chelfey returned a very long lift, confifting of “ cha- 
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“ lices, pattens, crofles of coppet gylte, aulter clothes, candelftycks, 
“ of latten, corporas cafes of red velvet and tynfell, a lyttet mafer, 
“ qwefhions of tynfel and of fylk, veftments of black velvet, and 
“ of fattin, with velvet crofles, velvet copes, fylke curteyns, & ca- 
“ nopies, a hearfe clothe of tynfel, fylke & velvet, another of red 
“ fylk-and gold, a cenfor of latten, a holy water ftocke, a payre of 
“ orgayns, two hand bells, and a fackaringe bell.” In Lady More’s 
chapel, among other articles, were “ an aulter clothe of Brydges fat- 
“ ten, with a border to the fame, and two corteynes of fylk belong- 
“ ing’to the fame.” At the end of the lift are enumerated fome ar- 
ticles ftolen when the church was broken, among which are “ a hearfe 
‘clothe of blewe vellett, with a crofs of redd yellett, and branched 
*‘ with golde, and one coope of caddas.”

Edward Page, who died in the year 1597, left by will rol. per 
annum to the poor of this parifh, to be diftributed at the difcre- 
tion of the rector and church-wardens. Thomas Younge, ycoman 
of the guards, who died in 1604, gave twenty fhillings per annum 
to the poor. Thefe benefactions, recorded in the parifh regifter, 
are loft. 

Lady Stoner, in 1645, gave twenty fhillings per annum to be dif- 
tributed in bread* ; Edward Cheyne, (anno 1662,) fix fhillings per 
annum ; Chriftopher Plukenett, (antio 1684,) twenty fhillings per 
annum; and Mr. John Franklin, ‘the intereft of rool. 3 per cent. 
confol. for the like purpofe ; Thomas Leveret, in 1647, gave 2ol. 
to the parifh*’°; Henry Athton, in 1657, gave forty fhillings, to be 
lent in fums of five fhillings each, to eight poor tradefmen for the 
{pace of two years, and then called in and lent to others; Mrs. Ju- 
dith Cale, (1717,) left the intereft of rool. to fix poor widows ; this 
benefaction was recovered by a {uit in the court of Chancery in the 
year 1736, with 8ol. intereft, te which the parifh adding 201. made 
up the fum 200],; Richard Guildtord, in the year 1679, left the 
fum of 10]. per annum to the parith of Chelfea, 81. of which was 
to be diftributed yearty on the sth of December, (being the anniver- 
fary of his marriage with his laft wife,) between fixteen poor people 
{if fo many fhould be found) ; the remainder was appropriated to 
pay for a fermon, and to diftribute fees among the clerk, ringers,

Anne Lady Dacre, by her will, dated 1594, gave directions for 
the founding an hofpital in Tothill-fields, to be called Emanuel- 
hofpital, purfuant to a plan which fhe and her Lord intended to have 
completed during their lifetime. This hofpital is allotted for the re- 
ception of a certain number of old perfons, who receive 16]. per 
annum each, and a chaldron of coals ; and a like number of children, 
who are maintained and educated till the age of fourteen, and have 
rol. each as an apprentice fee when they leave the hofpital. A man, 
woman, boy, and girl, of the parith of Chelfea, receive the benefit 
of this charity, upon condition that the church-wardeng keep the 
tomb of Lord and Lady Dacre in good repair. But the elec- 
tion of all the penfioners is vefted in the Lord Mayor and Al- 
dermen of London. ° 

In the year 1706, a veftry and {chool-room, (adjoining the church- 
yard,) with lodgings for the mafter, were built at the charge of Wm. 
Petyt, Efq. Keeper of the Records in the Tower. John Chamberlayne, 
Efq. purfuant to the intentions and promife of his father, who died in- 
teftate, gave 5]. per ann. to the matter, and 51]. per ann. to apprentice 
one of the children. The {chool has been fuppotted from time to time 
by voluntary contributiags; at firft it was appropriated only to the 
educating of boys. Dr. Ellefmere, a former re¢tor, inftituted another 
for girls, and bequeathed towards its fupport the profits of a pofthu- 
mous volume of fermons, which produced the fum of 1151. 188. 4d. 
Various benefaétions have from time to time been given to both™ ;

In the year 1721, a patent having becn obtained for a manufac- 
ture of raw filk at Chelfea, the Duke of Wharton’s park*” 
for that purpofe, and planted with mulberry-trees ; it attracted a con- 
fiderable fhare of the public attention, as we are informed by the 
newfpapers of that day*’*. The premifes belonging to the raw-filk 
company are rated at 200]. in the parifh books. This undertaking, 
like many others of that period, proved unfuccefsful. 

Some years ago, a manufacture of porcelain, which acquired great 
celebrity, was eflablifhed at an old manfion by the water-fide. Upon 
the fame premifes is now a manufacture of ftained papcr, ftamped 
after a peculiar manner ; the invention of Meflrs. Eckhardts, who firft 
eftablifhed it in partnerfhip with Mr. Woodmafon, in the ycar 1786. 
It isnow the property of Mefirs. Bowers and Co. who employ about 
a hundred hands. In the year 1791, Mr. A. G. Eckhardt, F. R. S. 
and his brother Mr. Frederick Eckhardt, natives of Holland, well 
known in this country for their many ingenious inventions*”, efta- 
blifhed at Whitelands Houfe in this parifh, (lately an eminent board- 
ing-{chool fur young ladies,) a new and, beautiful manufaQure of 
painted filk, varnifhed linen, cloth, paper, &c. for the hangings 
and furniture of rooms ; the paper, filk, leather, &c. is for the moft 
part ftamped ; fome of the pieces are very highly finifhed by hand.

The total failure of pecuniary refources foon proved a very effec~ Various ob- 
tual hindrance to any farther progrefs in this undertaking. ‘The na- sa 
tional attention had been fo much engaged by the extenfive repairs imttution. 
of St. Paul’s cathedral, that the college faw little hopes of fuccefs 
from the circulation of the King’s letters for the purpofe of promot- 
ing a public contribution ; and at the time of his death no colle€tions 
had been made under their fanétion™*’., The fuccefs of Sir Hugh 
Middelton’s proye&t for fupplying London with water, which took 
place the very year after the a& of parltament in favour of the col-

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lege, and the total inability of its members to avail themfelves of 
the privileges they enjoyed, for want of moncy to carry on fuch an 
undertaking, deftroyed all hopes of advantage from that fource. Of 
all Dr. Sutcliffe’s benefa@tions, the college never poffefled more than 
a houfe and premifes, worth about 34]. per annum, the greater part 
of which was expended in repairs*”. 

After Sutcliffe’s death, Dr. Featly, a celebratcd polemical divine, 
who was iccommended by the Dean as his fucceflor, became Pio- 
voft; but fo litthe was the original intention of the inftitution re- 
garded, even at this early period, that one Richard Dean, a young 
merchant, was made one of the fellows’. Such was the ftate of 
the foundation, when the court of Chancery, in the year 1631, 
decreed that Dr. Sutcliffe’s eftates fhould revert to the right heirs, 
upon their paying to the college the fum of 3401. Under thefe dif- 
ficulties, which were afterwards increafed by a dilfpute with Lord 
Monfon (who married the Earl of Nottingham’s widuw) about the 
leafe of the land on which the college ftood, no farther progrefs, as 
it may be fuppofed, was ever made in the building. That part 
which was already completed, confifted of a library and a few rooms, 
occupied by the provoft and two fellows. 

Even this fragment of a college they were not permitted to enjoy 
in peace. Sir Francis Kynafton, in the year 1636, (being Regent 
of the new academy called the Mufeum Minerve™,) petitioned the 
King that he might be allowed Chelfea-college as a place of retire- 
ment during the plague, where the noblemen and gentlemen who 
were his pupils, might continue with fafety their difcipline in arts 
and arms**, The King fo far liftened to this application, that he 
fignified his royal pleafure-that Sir Francis’s requeft fhould be com-

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“ a very large gallery, having at each end a little room with turrets, 
“ covered with flate.” The building, with its appurtenances, was 
valued at 30]. per annum ; the ‘whole of the premifes, which oc- 
cupied 28 acres, at 691. ros. Before the college, on the fouth fide, 
ftood a row of elms”. 

After the reftoration, John Darley, a Cornifh man, publifhed a 
pamphlet, entitled “ The Glory of Chetfey-college revived ;” in 
which, after reciting its ortgire and defign, with the caufes of its 
failure, he endeavoured to perfuade the King (to whom he addreffed 
his work) to take meafures for completing the college according to the 
original intention of the founder, and fettling on it a fixed and compe- 
tent revenue. To this pamphlet is prefixed a print of the college, with 
a double quadrangle, as it-was intended to have been built. Darley’s 
exhortation met with little attention ; and the college being virtually 
annihilated*”, the property reverted to the crown, and the building 
was once more made a prifon, and appropriated for the reception of 

Chelfea-col- Dutch feamen*”. In 1669, the King granted the fite of Chelfea-

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of the-nobility, to lay the firft ftone of a better-fated fabric, which 
promifes to be a monument of national honour to far diftant ages. 
‘Sir Chriftopher Wren was the archite of the new ftru@ure, which 
was not completed till the year 1690, the whole charge of 
it has been computed at 150,0001. Sir Stephen Fox, who is 
faid to have been the, firft projetor of this noble defign*”, contri- 
buted very largely towards the building’. Archbifhop Sancroft 
gave toool.*, and it is probable that other opulent perfons followed 
their example. 

The Royal Hofpital at CheMea ftands a {mall diftance from the river- 
fide ; it is buile of brick, except the coina, cornices, pediments, and 
columns, which are of freefione. The principal building confifts of 
a large quadrangle, open on the fouth fide; in the centre flands a 
bronze ftatue of the,founder, Charles Il, in,a Roman habit, the gift 
of Mr. Tobias Ruftat’”. The eaft and weft fides, each 365 feet in 
length**, are principally occupied by wards for the penfioners ; at 
the extremity of the former is the governor’s houfe, in which there 
is avery handiome flate-room, furrounded with portraits of Charles I. 
and IJ.; William III, and his Queen ;, George II. ; their prefent Ma~ 
jefties, &c. In the centre of each of thefe wings, and in that of 
the north front, are pediments of freeftone, fupported by columns

underneath which is an infcription afcribing 
the foundation to her defire. Whether this 
celebrated lady has any claim to difpute the 
palm with Sir Stephen Fox, it would be diffi- 
calt perhaps to determine.

fupported by fimilar columns, and on each fide a piazza, on the frieze 
of which is the following infcription: “ IN suBSIDIUM ET LEVA- 
“* MEN EMERITORUM SENIO, BELLOQUE FRACTORUM, CONDIDIT 
“ CaRoLus SECUNDUS, AUXIT JACOBUS SECUNDUS, PERFECERE 
“ Guiigtmus eT Maria Rex eT Recina, 1690.” The inter- 
nal centre of this building is occupied by a large veftibule, terminat- 
ing in a dome ; on one fide is the chapel, and on the other the hall. 
The former was confecrated by Bifhop Compton in the year 1691. 
It is about 110 feet in length, paved with black and white marble, 
and wainfcotted with Dutch oak. The altar-piece, which reprefents 
the afcenfion of our Saviour, was painted by Sebaftian Ricci”® A 
rich fervice of gilt plate, confifting of a pair of mafly candlefticks, 
feveral large chalices and flaggons, and a perforated {fpoon, was given 
by James II. ; the organ was the gift of, Major Ingram. The hall, 
where the penfioners dine, is fituated on the oppofite fide of the 
veftibule, and is of the fame dimenfions as the chapel. At the upper 
end is a large picture of Charles Il, on horfeback, the gift of the 
Karl of Ranelagh ; it was defigned by Verrio, and finifhed by Henry 
Cooke. The whole leagth of the principal building, as it extends 
from eaft to weft, is 990 feet ;.a wing having been added at each 
end of the north fide of the great quadrangle, which forms part of 
a {maller court. Thefe courts are occupied by various offices, and 
the infirmaries; the latte» are kept remarkably neat, and fupplied 
with hot, cold, and vapour baths.. To the north of the college is 
an inclefure of about thirteen acres, planted with avenues of limes 
and horfe-chefnuts ; and towards the fouth, extenfive gardens. The 
whole of the premifes confifts of about fifty acres. 

The eftablifhment of the Royal Hofpital or College at Chelfea, con- 
fifts of a governor, lieutenant-governor, major, two chaplains, an

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organift, a phyfician, furgeon, apothecary, fecretary, fteward, trea- 
furer, controller, clerk of the works, and various firbordinate offi- 
cers", The number of ordinary penfioners is 336; thefe nen muft 
have been twenty years in his Majefty’s fervice ; but fuch as have 
been maimed or difabled, may be admitted at any period. The 
number of thofe who can enjoy the advantages of this eftablifh- 
ment, being fo {mall in proportion to that of the brave veterans who 
ftand in need of them, the prefent governor, very much to his cre- 
dit, has made a rule, that except under very particular circumftances, no 
perfon fhall be admitted into the houfe under fixty-years of age ; 
by this means the benefit of the charity is appropriated with much 
greater certainty to thofe who are its moft proper objects. The pen- 
fioners who live in the houfe (commonly called the in-penfioners} 
are provided with clothes (an uniform of red lined with blue); 
lodging and diet; befides which they have af allowance of eight~ 
pence a weck. The college being confidered as a military eftablith- 
ment, the penfioners are obliged to mount guatd, and to perform 
other garrifon duty. They are divided into eight companies, each 
of which has its proper complement of officers, ferjeants, corporals, 
and drummers. The officers, who have the nominal rank of cap- 
tain, lieutenant, and enfign, are chofen from the moft meritorious 
old ferjeants in the army, and have an allowance of three fhillings

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and fixpence per week ; the feryeants have two fhillings ; the corpo- 
rals and drummers ten-pence. ‘Twa ferjeants, four corporals, and 
fifty-two of the moft able privates, are appointed by the King’s fign- 
manual, to a& as a patrol upon the road from Chelfea to Pimlico, 
for which duty they have an additional allowance. The patrol 
confifts of half the number here mentioned, the duty being taken 
alternately. There is likewife in the college a fmall corps, called the 
light horfemen, thirty-four in number, who are allowed two fhillings 
per week, and are chofen indifcriminately out of any of the regi~ 
ments of cavalry. The various fervants of the college, among whom 
are twenty-lix nurfes, make the whole number of its inhabitants about 
five hundred and fifty. There are alfo belonging to the eftablifhment, 
four hundred ferjeants, who are out-penfioners, and receive a fhilling 
a day ; thefe are called King’s letter-men, and are appointed, half 
by the Governor, and half by the Secretary at War. The number 
of private out-penfioners is unlimited ; their allowance is five-pence 
per day, and they are always paid half a year’s penfion in advance. 
Their number has been much increafed fince the pafling of the mi- 
litia at; they are now upwards of twenty-one thoufand, and are 
difperfed all over the three kingdoms, at their various occupations, 
being liable to be called upon to perform garrifon duty as invalid com- 
panies in time of war. The expences of this noble inftitution (ex- 
cepting about 7oool. which arifes from poundage of the houfehold 
troops**, and is applied towards the payment of the out-penfioners) 


-are defrayed by an annual fum voted by parliament. The yearly 


expence of the houfe eftablifhment, including the falaries of the 

officers, repairs, and other incidental charges, varies from 25,0001. 

to 28,o001l, The internal affairs of the hofpital are regulated by 

commiffioneis appointed by the crown, and confifting of the go-

ftate, who hold a board, as occafion requires, for the paying of out- 
penfions, and other bufinefs. 

The Earl of Ranelagh, in the year 1695, vefted the fum of 
32501." in truftees for the ufe of the Royal Hofpital at Chelfea, to 
be difpofed of as he fhould afterwards appoint. By a deed poll, 
dated 1.707, he directed that the intereft fhould be laid out in pur- 
chafing great-coats for the penfioners once in three years. This 
mode of diftribution was confirmed by a decree in Chancery. In 
the year 1706, John Delafontaine, Efg. bequeathed the fum of 
2000], for the ufe of the hofpital, fubje€&t to the diredtion of the 
governor and treafurer. Some time afterwards, 8001. having in the 
meanwhile accrued for intereft, the whole was laid out by order of 
the court of Chancery in the purchafe of Bank annuities. Out of 
this benefaétion the fum of 601. 108. is diftributed among the pen- 
fioners annually on the 29th of May. In 1729, Lady Catherine 
Jones, (daughter of the Earl of Ranelagh,) Lady Elizabeth Haft- 
ings, Lady Anne Coventry, and other benevolent perfons, founded 
a fchool at Chelfea for the education of poor girls, whofe fathers 
were, or had been, penfioners in the college. The funds of this 
{chool, arifing from an endowment of 141. per annum paid out 
of the eftates of Lady Elizabeth -Haftings, and the intereft of 
1262]. 158 3 per cent. confol. Bank annuities, are velted in three 
truftees, who are enabled to clothe and educate twenty girls.
